British Petroleum Imports Drop Off 
During First Six Months of 1916. 


Reports from London, although not 
comp.ete, show a falling off in the totals 
of petroleum and products imported into 
the United Kingdom during the first six 
months of 1917, as compared with the 
same period during 1916. During the first 
half cf the present year the imports were 
more than 207,000,000 gallons, as compared 
with 213,000,000 gallons in 1916. The im- 
ports in motor spirits dropped a million 
gallons, the total being 69,000,000 gallons, 
while there was an increase of 9,000,000 
gallons in the amount of lubricating oil 
inrported. Illuminating oil dropped a lit- 
tle less than 2,000,000 gallons. Because of 
the policy of the British war boards the 
country of origin is not stated, but it is 
known that the United States shipped 
more petroleum and products to the 
United Kingdom than ever before.

CONGRESS HAS SEEN LIGHT ON 
REGULATION AND TAXATION. 





During the past weeks of threats of commandeer- 
ing and of the exercise of governmental authority in 
controlling the distribution and the production of 
petroleum products, the petroleum men, the pro- 
ducers, refiners, distributers, as represented in the 
petroleum sub-committee of the Council of National 
Defence, as well as the independents, the Inde- 
pendent Oil Men's Association, the Western Refin- 
ers’ Association and others have kept in close touch 
with the situation and have presented their arguments 
and their facts so effectively that the industry has 
been relieved from what might have proved a severe 
handicap. 

In the original draft of the food bill as passed by 
the United States Senate was incorporated a provi- 
sion giving the government power to buy and sell fuel 
oil, kerosene and gasoline, although the bill did not 
give the same power in regard to the sale of crude 
oil. A protest was at once made, and, although it 
was feared that the move to amend came too late, 
the final conference report on the bill dropped kero- 
sene and gasoline, although fuel and natural gas still 
remain among the necessaries enumerated and under 
control of the government. 

Just how much has been effected in other direc- 
tions by the sub-committee on petroleum of the Coun- 
cil of National Defence cannot at this time be sum- 
marized adequately, as the greater part of their work 
has been in committee or in conference with the 
President and members of the President's cabinet. 
But, the wisest words in regard to the petroleum 
situation and the most logical advice have come from 
the sub-committee as voiced by its chairman, and de- 
spite the expressed feeling—which unfortunately is 
not confined to members of the House—the wisdom 
of the appointment of this body of representative oil 
men is fully apparent. How much greater the debt 
the industry owes them will only be realized when 
the expediency fact embargo due to the war shall be 
raised and full publicity shall be given to the work 
accomplished. 

[he government has been fortunate, indeed, in its 
time of stress in its unofficial advisers. Its appointed 
advisory cabinet—no matter what the industry rep- 
resented—oil, fertilizer, chemicals, munitions, metals 

has at personal and business sacrifice devoted itself 
collectively and individually to the interests of the 
government. While prices in the great industries— 
notably steel, iron, etc., have soared—the price for 
petroleum products has remained almost at a stand- 

still, although productive cost has soared and is soar- 
ing today, with production diminishing. 

Just how much influence this body of petroleum 
exerts exercised to keep the cost to the public and 
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to the government down is not known, but that such 
an influence was exercised no one who is at all 
familiar with the industry can for a moment doubt. 

The government is to be congratulated upon its 
choice of unpaid servants, and not the least of these 
are the petroleum sub-committee members, all men of 
large affairs, who have sunk personal interest in the 
common interest. 





THE MID-SEASON MENHADEN SITUA- 
TION AFFECTED BY UNUSUAL CON- 
DITIONS DUE DIRECTLY TO THE 
WAR. 





While for years the menhaden fishery has been 
marked by a state of uncertainty comparable only 
to the “wind and tide permitting” that once was a 
feature of departure announcements before the day 
of motors and steam efficiency, the war with its 
drafts upon carriers, its requisition of products or- 
dinarily entering into chemical fertilizers, and _ its 
stoppage of transoceanic deliveries of fertilizer ma- 
terials of foreign origin, has added new indefinite- 
ness to the former handicap—the necessity of finding 
the fish. 

From the outset of the fishing season of 1917 the 
menhaden fleet has been reduced to the lowest work- 
able terms by the requisitioning by the government of 
its best-equipped and most modern craft. The 
present fleet numerically is less than half as strong 
as the 1916 fleet, and with the departure of the fish 
from northern waters, except in Chesapeake Bay and 
Delaware Bay, the scene of operations has been 
changed in a measure, more attention than ever be- 
fore being paid to Carolina waters and even as far 
south as Florida and the Gulf. 

The catch to date has not been comparable in 
point of number of menhaden with that of recent 
years, lean as many of these periods were. But, 
from the point of view of quality, the fish have been 
found fat and in prime condition, with the result that 
the amount of oil obtained per 1,000 fish has been 
considerably in excess of the amount pressed last year 
from a like quantity. While it is not possible to as- 
sert definitely that the oil content of these finny car- 
riers will continue high during the balance of the 
season, the probabilities are good, as the menhaden 
taken this year have shown a tendency to retire to 
deep water if closely pressed, and this predicates 
better fish as the season draws nearer to its end. 

There are two elements in the trade at the pres- 
ent writing—Jjust as there are in other Reporter in- 
dustries—but their premises are widely divergent. 
One group is convinced—or purports to be—that 
the commandeering of the best craft in the menhaden 
fleet by the government is indicative of the intention 
of the government to take a “‘second choice’’ from 
the remaining steamers, with the result that few, if 
any, seaworthy craft will be available for fishing 
‘outside the Capes."” ‘The present Chesapeake fleet 
is made up of steamers better adapted for bay than 
ocean fishing, and the bay season will close within a 
few weeks. Should the government, in pursuit of 
its announced plan to commandeer coastwise craft 
that can be serviceable in federal operation, extend 
the commandeering policy this prognostication of the 
pessimistic may become a fact. It does not seem 
probable—or even possible—that one prophecy 
made by a large producer this week will come true 
—that “‘within 30 days not a menhaden steamer 
would be left in the trade.’’ Of course, should the 
United States follow the example of Great Britain 
in its employment of trawlers and coastwise fisher- 
men for patrol duty and mine-sweeping, the result to 
the trade could not but prove calamitous, but there 
is nothing yet definite enough to warrant such con- 
clusions. 

The contention of others of more optimistic views 
is that the catch to date, even from a smaller fleet, is 

not discouraging, and that, no matter what may be 
the needs of the government for patrol craft, there 
are thousands of privately-owned boats that can be 
utilized for such duty. The action of the Council 
of National Defense, the Committee on Fertilizers 
and the Department of Agriculture in agreeing upon 
a policy of increased production and better trans- 
portation for fertilizer materials, when taken with the 
increasing need for fish scrap, augurs well, they as- 
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sert, for government participation in fish fertilizer 
production just as in the proposed opening of federal 
lands for potash exploitation. A bill for this latter 
purpose has been reported from the Senate committee 
within a few days, and only last week it was an- 
nounced with government sanction that cars would 
be provided for the transportation of phosphate rock 
from Florida, and cargo space would be reserved in 
returning ships from the Continent for the Spanish 
pyrites so greatly needed in the manufacture of sul- 
phuric acid, and other fertilizer bases. The trade 
optimists believe that the government will extend this 
policy to the fish fertilizer industry. 

Whatever the reason, there has been a decline in 
the price of crude menhaden oil since the first of the 
season. Small lots were sold at that time at 85 cents 
a gallon—today the price is 70 cents, after a steady 
decline, and large offerings are made at this price, 
f. o. b. works. It is true, however, that buyers are 
showing but little interest at these prices, on the 
ground that the increased yield of oil, in relation to 
the number of fish taken, indicates that the final sup- 
ply will be liberal. 

But, as the Reporter has many times emphasized, 
the size of the catch depends upon the availability of 
the fish, and no one can tell what the season’s output 
will be until the fish have reached the factories. And 
that time is yet some weeks distant.

In view of the emphasis that has been placed dur- 
ing the war period upon the probable diminution of 
imports of crude camphor into this country and the 
substitution of Japanese refined in the total camphor 
imports in accordance with the avowed policy of the 
Japanese government to export more and more com- 
plete products of domestic manufacture, the figures 
for the eleven months’ imports come as a surprise. 
That this country can consume all the camphor it is 
likely to receive under existing transportation and 
munitions-producing conditions is not to be gainsaid, 
but the oft-repeated statement that Japan would cut 
the exports from the Flowery Kingdom to the mini- 
mum has not been borne out by import figures at any 
period since the war began. The eleven months’ 
totals are the most complete refutation of the charge 
that has yet been presented.

The main objective of the paint industry is the re- 
moval of what has been its greatest business stum- 
bling-hlock—the widespread opinion that painting 
is a seasonal trade, that just because for years it has 
been customary to refurbish residences, stores and 
other buildings in either the spring or fall—depend- 
inz upon the section of the country—these periods 
are the only times when such work should be done. 

It is an unfortunate result of this preconceived 
opinion that painters have “‘rush’’ periods of a few 
weeks duration, with a consequent dull vista of weeks 
with little to do. This contrasted condition among 
master painters is reflected naturally in the transac- 
tions of the manufacturers and handlers of paints 
and kindred materials. 

There have been two separate movements during 
the past few years which have aimed to the develop- 
ment of the paint industry—manufacturing and con- 
sumin-——the “‘Clean-Up and Paint-Up’’ and the 
“Use More Paint’’ campaigns. The first has had a 
wide vogue, and has been indorsed by large mu- 
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nicipalities, with the to-be-deplored result from the 
standpoint of the paint industry that the emphasis has 
been placed more and more upon the “‘Clean-Up”’ 
and less and less upon the “Paint-Up.”’ 
“Clean-Up” 

paign in Chicago this spring, when all the weight 
of the organizations, civic and community, social and 
neighborhood, was thrown into the scale to bring 
about better sanitary conditions and the “prevention 
of a recurrence of the infantile paralysis epidemic.” 
This was, of course, a perfectly laudable object, but 
the paint trade was little the gainer thereby. 

The “Use More Paint’’ campaign, to the contrary, 
aims at the development of an all-the-year paint in- 
dustry, the elimination of the rush period as well as 
of the dull period, with consequent betterment of 
conditions for manufacturer, jobber, retailer and 
The difference between the two 
ideas can be stated simply:—‘‘Clean-Up and 
Paint-Up,”’ even if nationally adopted, tends directly 
to the perpetuation of the seasonal aspect of the in- 
dustry; ‘‘Use More Paint’’ would develop an all- 
the-year demand upon every branch of the industry. 

Both plans aim for the development of the paint 
business, but while the one emphasizes ‘‘Clean-Up

of the buyer, assures him of better sales 
terms and reduces clerical work, claims 


and litigation to a minimum. 
“TIT would like to see the manufacturer 
extend the trade acceptance system to 


the jobber, the jobber to the retailer and 
the retailer to the consumer. Il would 
wlso like to see the work of the Credit 
Exchange Bureau extended to every paint 
city in the country.” 

Mr. Elting felt confident every paint 
man in the country was doing something 
fur the government. This, in spite of 
the fact that the men of the paint indus- 
try are ‘“‘not making a nickel from the 
manufacture of ammunition or other war 
supplies.”” But there is room for improve- 
ment, Mr. Elting be-ieves, in what paint 


men can do tohelp bring the war to a 
successful conclusion. 
“We should increase our community 


work and do more things on an altruistic 
basis. The national association is work- 
ing on that basis now, co-operating with 
the Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States and similar organizations. The 
various local associations are co-operating 
with the civic organizations in their com- 


munities. But too much of this work 
cannot be done for the benefit both, of 
the paint industry and the country at 
large.

Unusual interest is being felt here in 
Statements coming from the Department 
of Justice that titanus germs have been 
found in court plasters offered for sale 
and that poisonous soap is being distrib- 
uted. The Department of Justice de- 
clines to go into details of the investiga- 
tion it is making, but extensive efforts 
are being put forth to sift to-the bottom 
the facts in respect, to these atrocities. 
If this investigation shows any wide- 
spread effort to do harm by these meth- 
ods the department can hardly fail to 
round up the guilty persons Hlowever, 
so many of the facts in these cases are 


held as a department secret that it is nor 
possible to come to a clear understanding 


as to the importance of the discoveries, 
but additional developments should throw 
an abundance of light on these cases in 
the near future as the department will 
not be lax in following every clue. In 
the meantime the department warns the 
public to be careful in the purchase of 


such articles.

Cost Per Mile Cut to One-Third by 
Use of Coal Gas.

and the probability of the continued 
utilization of coal gas as a substitute for 
gasoline appears to depend upon facili- 
ties for storage or compression.

Among the ma economic changes 
that the pre W conditions have 
brought about Germany, the combina- 
tion of German dyestuff interests, effected 
in 1915 and operating since January 1, 
Ivl6, is of pecial importance to Ameri- 
cans, because it means a formidable 
competitor for our ‘nfant American dye- 
stuff indust: in every foreign field, as 
well as in our own domestic market. In 
a smaller degree it also will bring future 





competition to other chemical industries 
in our country which have prospered 
during the w the German concerns 
that have been combined are also pro- 
ducers of chemica!s in pharmaceutical 
lines 

The rapid growth of the American dye- 
stuff industry during the war has been 
#Ziven serious attention by the German 
concerns that formerly controlled our 
market, and has assisted in uniting these 
great rivals in Germany for mutual pro- 
tection, 

Realizing the difficulties of reconquer- 
ing the lost markets of the various for- 
eign countries after the war, the German 
dyestuff manufacturers in the fall of 1915 
organized a combine of the seven lead- 
ing coMpunies, which practically control 
the output, and pooled interests to the 
extent of securing uniform prices and 
Wages, systematizing production, and 


also insuring a harmonious policy for all 
other interests involved. This implies 
uniformity in all endeavors to regain the 
former German foothold in foreign mar- 
kets, and will apply to the new competi- 
tion in the American market particularly. 


The importance of German exports in 
chemicals prior to the war can be seen 
from the statistics. Their annual value 
averaged about $214,000,000, according to 


estimates of German trade organizations.

This favor- 
able issue of new stocks formed the 
equivalent for the transfer by Leopold 
Cassella & Co. of a part of its entitled 
percentage, according to its recently in- 


creased output, to the Hoechster concern, 
involving about 5 per cent. of the profits, 
so as to reduce the Cassella percentage 
from 15 te 10 per cent. In return Cassella 


receives in addition to the new stock of 
the Hloechster concern for a period of 
10 years a special profit up to three- 
fourths of 1 per cent. of the total profits 
realized by the entire combine, an indi- 
rect prolit thus secured by Cassella. 
Another interesting subsidiary agree- 
ment was made with the large concern 
of Kalle & Co. in Biebrich on the Rhine. 
Kalle was included im the older Hoech- 
ster-Cassella agreement to the extent 


that the shares formerly in part held by 
Casseila were transferred to the Hoech- 
ster concern, which is now in possession 
of the entire capital of $1,428,000 of the 
KXalle Company, and hence also includes 
in its profit percentage the participation 
of Kalle & Co.

Thus a formidable understanding has 


been reached between the manufacturers 
of dyes and colors which can not fail to 
affect future prices and the export poli- 


cies to be followed after the present war. 
Although German exports of chemica!s 
received an effective setback as a result 
of the shipping hindrances encountered 
since the outbreak of the war, and the 
vigorous enforcement of the German em- 
bargo on many articles in these lines 
practically kept them out of the foreign 


markets altogether, it is predicted that 
nothing will be left undone which is 
needed in the attempt to reconquer the 
lost markets. 


It would seem that the loss of the large 
expcrt business would have reduced the 
protits and dividends of the large com- 
panies in the combine, but contracts for 
army and hospital supplies have proved 
to be so valuable as to result in an in- 
crease rather than a decrease in profits 
since the war broke out.

stance, but as a physical phenomenon, 
as the color of butter, of cloth or of 
paper. This is entirely distinct from 
considering standardization of dyes, Dr. 
Stratton points out. The Bureau of 
Standards seeks to make it possible to 
point out what is a standard color sv 
that it ean be duplicated at any period 
of time. The bureau is trying to estab- 


lish methods of so determining the qual- 
ity of the color. The bureau is seeking 
to establish standard colors of dyes, but 
not a standardization of dyes them- 
selves.

OIL PAINT AND 


FOOD CONTROL BILL PROVISIONS ARE 
DRASTIC—PRESIDENT GIVEN POWER 





Foods, Feeds, Fuels Are Included—Heavy Fines and Im- 
prisonment for Violators—New Distilled Spirits 
Section. 


Washington; Atig. 8, 1917. 

The conferees on the fodd control bill 
submitted their report to the House yes- 
terday. 

The House on Friday adopted the con- 
ference report without a dissenting vote, 
and it now goes to the Senate. 

The first section of the bill, in which 
are specified these articles which the bill 
proposes to regulate has been amended 
so as to read in part as follows:— 

“That by reason of the state of war, it 
is essential to the national security and 
defense, for the successful prosecution 
of the war, and for the support and main- 
tenance of the army and navy, to assure 
an adequate supply and equitable distrib- 
ution, and to facilitate the movement of 
fools, feeds, fuel, includitig fuel oil and 


natural gas, fertilizer and fertilizer in- 
gredients, tools, utensils, implements, 
machinery and equipment required for 


the actual production of foods, feeds and 
fuel, hereafter in this act called neces- 
saries; to prevent, locally or generally, 
manipulations and private controls, af- 
fecting such supply, distribution and 
movement, and to establish and maintain 
governmental control of such necessaries 
during the war.” 

In the section of the bill in which the 
President is given authority to take over 
for use or operation by the government, 
in order to secure adequate supplies for 
the army and navy, any packing house, 
mine or other plant, the conferees in- 
serted the words ‘oil pipelines.”’ 


Severe Penalties. 


The carrying out of the provisions of 
the President, and 


the act is vested in : 
the punitive clauses are exceeding!y 
strict. Violation of any of the provisions 


of the act are to be punished by a fine 
not exceeding $10,000 or by imprisonment 
not exceeding two years, or both. 

There are several features of unusual 
scope, that of licensing being along lines 
made familiar under the embargo act. 
Section 5 having to do with licensing is 
as foilows:— 

Sec. 5. That ,from time to time, whenever 
the President shall find it essential to li- 
cense the importation, manufacture, storage, 
mining, or distributing of any necessaries, 
in order to carry into effect any of the pur- 
poses of this act, and shall publicly SO an- 
nounce, no person shall, after a date fixed in 
the announcement, engage in or carry on 
any such business specified in the announce- 
ment of importation, manufacture, storage, 
mining, or distribution of any necessaries 
as set forth in such announcement, unless 
he shall secure and hold a license issued 
pursuant to this section. The President is 
authorized to issue such licenses and to 
prescribe regulations for the issuance of 
licenses and requirements for systems of ac- 
counts and auditing of accounts to be kept 
by licensees, submission of reports by them, 
with or without oath or affirmation, and 
the entry and inspection by the President's 
duly authorized agents of the places of busi- 
ness of licensees, “¢ 

Wilful hoarding of necessities, destruc- 
tion tor the purpose of enhancing: the 
price or restricting the supply, conspiring 


to limit facilities for producing, storing 
and dealing and transporting necessaries 


to enhance the price are all to be pun- 
ished by fines of not exceeding $10,000 or 
by imprisonment or both, 


Power to Requisition. 


The Fresident is authorized to requisi- 
tion foods, feeds, fuels and other sup- 
plies and provide compensation therefor. 
The compensation arrangement is vir- 
tually the same in all cases of requisi- 
tioning supplies, plants or other govern- 
ment needs. The President ‘shall ascer- 
tain and pay a just compensation,” but 
should the persons entitled to receive 
such compensation object to the amount 
received he shall be paid 75 per cent. of 
the amount established by the President 
and be entitled to sue the United States 
to recover such further sum as shall be 
necessary to make up a- just compensa- 
tion. The President is further authorized 
to provide storage facilities and to sell 
for cash at reasonable prices. The Presi- 
dent is further empowered to take over 
any factory, packing house, oil pipeline, 
mine or other plant or any part of it and 
to operate it. ,Wages in such govern- 
ment-vperated plants in case of dissatis- 
faction are to be adjusted by the Board 
of Mediation and Conciliation, 

The distilled liquor section which was 
the cause of much controversy has thus 
been redrafted by the conferees: 

Sec. 15. That from and after 30 days from 
the date of the approval of this act no 
foods, fruits, food materials or feeds shall 
be used in the production of distilled spirits 
for beverage purposes: provided, that under 
such rules, regulations and bonds as the 
President may prescribe such materials may 
be used in the production of distilled spirits 
exclusively for other than beverage purposes, 
or for the fortification of pure, sweet wines 
as defined by the act entitled, ‘“‘An act to 
increase the revenue and for other purposes,” 
approved September 8, 1916, nor shall there 
be imported into the United States any dis- 


tilled spirits whenever the President shall 
find that limitation, regulation or prohibi- 
tion of the use of foods, fruits, food mate- 
rials or feeds in the production of malt or 
vinous liquors for beverage purposes or that 
reduction of the alcoholic content of any 
such malt or vinous liquor is essential, in 
order to assure an adequate and continuous 


supply of food, or that the national security 
and defense will be subserved thereby, he is 
authorized from time to time to prescribe 
and give public notice of the extent of the 
limitation, regulation, prohibition or reduc- 
tion so necessitated. Whenever such notice 
shall have been given and shall remain un- 
revoked no person shall after a reasonable 


time prescribed in such notice use any foods, 
fruits,

Seizure of Spirits. 


Under section 16 the President is au- 
thorized to commandeer any or all dis- 
tilled spirits in bond or in stock at the 


date of the approval of the act “for redis- 
tillation in so far as such redistillation 
sliall be necessary to meet the require- 
ments of the government in the manufac- 


tur6 of munitions and other military or 
hospital supplies, or in so far a& such 
redistillation would dispense with the 


necessity of utilizing products and mate- 
rials suitable for foods and feeds. ‘The 
compensation clause is similar in purport 
to that already cited. 

The section regulating holding of neces- 
sities enumerated—food, feeds, fuels, etc. 
—is modified to permit of the holding or 
accumulating of such articles by persons 
to an amount not in excess of the de- 
mands of his business for a reasonable 
time or a quantity reasonably required 
to furnish such articles in surplus quan- 
tities seasonablly throughout the period 
of scant or no production.

posed in Senate.

Encouraging Reports as to Use in 
Paint Trade Received by 


Government. 


Washington, Aug. 3, 1917. 

Encouraging reports are being received 
at the office of drug and poison plant in- 
vestigations of the Bureau of Plant In- 
dustry, U. S. Department of Agriculture, 
concerning the adaptability of samples of 
sunflower seed oil distributed among paint 
and varnish manufacturers as a substi- 
tute for linseed oil now that the latter 
has climbed to almost prohibitive prices. 
In order to acquaint the trade with the 
results generous quantities of the oil 
were distributed so that the manufac- 
turers could make trade tests. 

A number of those who have tried it 
reply that if it can be produced in large 
quantities at a price to successfully com- 


pete with soya bean and corn oil there 
will be a big demand for the sunflower 
seed oil 


In the South, particularly in South Caro- 
lina where the early experiments by the 
Bureau of Plant Industry ‘have been 
made with growing sunflowers as an aux- 
iliary crop, conditions have operated to 
curtail the growth at the very time when 
there Is developing a demand in response 
to the overtures of the Federal depart- 
ment. Throughout the entire South the 
abnormal prics for cotton have induced 
all the people to grow cotton almost ex- 
clusively, 

The Federal officials having demon- 
strated to the trade that this valuable 
auxiliary oil supply is available and that 
it can be grown commercially, are look- 
ing forward to trade activity in adopting 
sunflower seed oil so as to warrant largely 
increased production from next spring's 
plantings, 





VOTES PROHIBITION. 


Senate Sends Amendment to U. S. 
Constitution to House. 


Washington, Aug. 3, 1917. 

Senate late Wednesday night adopted a 
resolution for submission to the States of 
a prohibition amendment to the Federal 
Constitutlon by a vote of 65 to 20 or eight 
more than the necessary two-thirds. The 
proposed amendment Stipulates that 
three-fourths of the States must ratify 
the amendment within six years. The 
amendment must be adopted by the 
Tlouse, i 

This is the first amendment to the Con- 
stitution, if it prevails, to be adopted 
since 1%i1 when popular elections for 
I nited States Senators was provided for. 
It is the first time a prohibition amend- 
ment has received the necessary two- 
thirds vote in either House of Congress. 

As adopted the resolution, which was 
submitted by Senator Sheppard, of Texas, 
Democrat, would add the following article 
to the Federal Constitution: 


_ The manufacture, sale or transportation ot 
intcxicating liquors within the importation 
thereof into, or the exportation thereof from, 
the United States and all territory subject to 
the jurisdiction thereof for beverage purposes 
is hereby prohibited. 

This article shall be inoperative unless it 
shall have been ratified as an amendment to 


the Constitution by the legislatures of the 
several States as provided in the Constitution, 
within six years from the date of the sub- 
mission hereof to the States by the Congress, 
The shall have power to enforce 
this article by appropriate legislation. 
_ An amendment by Senator Stone requir- 
ing the government to make compensa- 
tion tor losses to liquor manufacturers in 
carrying the proposed article into effect 
was defeated, 50 to 31. Various proposals 
toward submission of limited or partial 
prohibition were refected. An amendment 
by Senator Newlands contemplating pro- 
hibiting manufacture, sale and importa- 
tion of distilled beverages alone, without 
action on beer, wines and other light in- 
toxicants,.was defeated, 57 to 22.. The 
Senate also rejected by an almost identi-

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WAR REVENUE 
BILL IS READY 


Additional Tax on Beverage 
Liquor—Section 304 Clause 
Missing. 

Washington, Aug. 2, 1917. 
The Senate Finance Committee has 
completed the war revenue bill and will 
report to the Senate tomorrow, Alcohol 
used for beverage purposes is taxed an 


additional one dollar, Making the tax on 


distilled spirits for beverage purposes 
$2.20 in addition to $1.20. This additional 


dollar tax does pot apply to distilled 
spirits used for medicinal purposes. 

On dry still wines or wines less than 
14 per cent. alcohol a tax of 8 cents per 


quart is levied. On sweet wines, cordials 
and liquors and compounds containing 
more than 14 per cent. alcohol the tax 
is made $1.10 per proof gallon, and where 
alcchol or spirits is used in fortification 
an additional $1 tax is levied instead of 
1’ cents as at present. Champagnes ore 
other sparkling wines are taxed 9 cents 
per half-pint instead of 3 cents as at 
present. Artificial or imitation cham- 
pagnes are taxed one-half rate of spar- 
kling wines. 

The exemption from the tax of 1 cent 
on checks heretofore place at $5 checks 
is stricken out. 

The excess profits tax is modified to 
apply to individuals on alk amounts in 
excess of $5,000 above the pre-war profits, 
but in case corporations when the excess 
is $5,000 the tax will begin to work on 
the entire amount above the pre-war 
profits including the $5,000. 

It is estimated the bill as now framed 
will raise. $2,200,000. The amendment put 
in the bill and later stricken out provid- 
ing that the extra tax on distilled spirits 
of $1.20 apply on all spirits in the stock 
of wholesalers and retailers, even if in 
the form of compounds, is not in the bill. 

The large number of protests against 
this proposed amendment that continue 
to reach the committee indicate that many 
dealers are not aware that it was stricken 
out as published in the Reporter last 
week, te 

There was some talk of a tax on gaso- 
line, but it is not in the bill. 

The increases made in the taxes on 
wines about double the present taxes and 
is estimated to yield $17,000,000 additional 
revenue, 

Important new administrative provisions 
affecting income and war prolits taxes 
authorize the Treasury Department to 
permit or require monthly installment 
payment of such taxes between March 
and June 25 of each year when they are 
payable. 

Another new clause authorizes payment 
of income and war excess profits taxes 
by uncertified checks or by the new 
Treasury short term certificates of in- 
debtedness. 

A motion by Senator Gore to exempt 
farmers from the excess profits tax on 
individuals in trade or business was re- 
jected by the committee. 

A new clause added to the war profits 
section provides a new standard for cal- 
culating tax exemptions of those claim- 
ing that their profits were subnormal. 
Under the plan such corporations would 
be entitled to exemptions allowed to cor- 
porations not in existence before the war 
whose income and profits would be based 
upon that of companies or individuals 
engaged in the same general line of trade 
or business.

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CONGRESS TO AID

Senate Committee on Public 
Lands Reports Potassium 
and Sodium Lease Bill. 


Washington, Aug. 2, 1917. 
From the Senate Committee on Public 
Lands Senator Pittman today reported 


faverably a bill to authorize the explora- 
tion for and disposition of potassium or 
sodium on public domain. He sought im-

ground that It was of great importance 
to the country now that the supply of 
potash from Germany is cut off. Ob- 
jection was made, and he gave notice 


that he would move to take up the bill 
at the first opportune moment. 

The bill as reported to the Senate au- 
thorizes the Secretary of the Interior to 
give the right to prospect for these min- 
erals on public lands and also provides 
for leasing the properties. 

The bill provides that the Secretary of 
the Interior shall be authorized under 
regulations to be prescribed by him to 
rant to applicants a prospecting permit 
which shall give the 
prospect for chlorides, sulphates, carbon- 


ates, borates, silicates or nitrates of po- 
tassium, or borates, carbonates or ni- 
trates of sodium, of borates of calcium 


or associated salts in ‘‘lands of the United 
States not known to contain valuable de- 
posits of the kinds above described’’ for 
a period of not exceeding two years, pro- 
vided that the area shall not exceed 2,560 
Should such discoveries be made

the permittee shall be entitled to a pat- 
ent of 640 acres. The bill also contains 
provisions for leasing such lands, 

There is also: a provision that 0) per 


cent. of all moneys received from royal- 
ties and rentals under the provisions of 
the act shall be paid by the Secretary of 
the Treasury to the State in which such 
leased lands are iocated. 

The final section includes the proviso 
that the Secretary of the Interior shall 
incorporate In every lease a _ provision 
reserving to the President the right to 
regulate the price of minerals extracted 
and sold from the leased premises, ‘‘which 
stipulation shall specifically provide that 
the prices fixed shall be such as to yield 
a fair and reasonable return to the lessee 
upon his investment and to secure to the 
consumer the product at the lowest price 
reasonable and consistent with the fore- 
going: Provided, that such lease issued 
under this act shal] also stipulate that 
during the present war or during any 
other war in which the United States 
may be engaged, the President shall have 
authority to so regulate the disposal of 
the minerals produced under such lease 
as to secure their distribution and use 
wholly within the limits of the United 
States or its possessions.”’ 


General Leasing Bill to Be Reported

TO MAKE POTASH. 


Curtis Bay Chemical Co. to Utilize 
Distillery Waste—Acetone Con- 
tracts Filled. 


Baltimore, Aug. 3, 1917. 

The manuiacture of acetone, which has 
been used in the production of explosives 
for the Allies, at the works of the Curtis 
tay Chemical Company at Curtis Bay 
just outside of Baltimore, came to an 
end about August 1., the contracts which 
the company had in hand having been 
filled. It is said that the United States 
uses different products tor the manufac- 


ture of explosives and that the Allies, 
because of the close relations that now 
prevail between them and this country, 


will emp'oy the same materials, so as to 
get the benefit of uniform processes. One 
of the units of the Curtis Bay Chemical 
Company’s plant was erected in the latter 
part of 1914. It consists of eight build- 


ings of concrete and tile, covering five 
acres, with another building of frame 
There are about 1,500 tanks, formerly 
used in the manufacture of acetie acid. 
These tanks are being dismantled Ap- 
proximately 7 persons were employed 
in the establishments, ° 
According to information which uppears 
to be reliable the company will turn its 
attention to the manufacture of potash 


and other products, using for this purpose 
the waste of the Curtis Bay Distill 
Company, which like the Curtis Bay 
Chemical Company, is a branch of th 
United States Industrial Alcohol Com- 





pany. The Distilling Company, in its 
manufacture of alcohol, uses large quan 
tities of molasses, and it is said that

MINNEAPOLIS. 


Minneapolis, Minn., Aug. 1, 1917. 

The cash flaxseed market is very nar- 
row and uninteresting. Very light re- 
ceipts of desirable seed meet with a 
ready demand with prices fluctuating 
compared with the futures, most of the 
time being on a flat price basis. The 
value of the futures as a trading basis 
was annulled in the action of the Duluth 
Board of Trade directors in placing a 
maximum price for October and Novem- 
ber seed at $3.30. Receipts at Minne- 
apolis were too small to take care of the 
light requirements of the mills, which 
are running perhaps 8 per cent. of capa- 
city. There is no seed offered to arrive 
and crushers have to depend largely on 
their private stores. These stores are 
very moderate and oil sales for near-by 
and summer delivery account for the best 
part of the supply on hand, 

There was some elevator seed offered 
for sale here during the week, but as 
most of it was of poor quality or mixed 
with foreign grain crusa@ers did not fancy 
it sufficiently to influence them in mak- 
ing attractive bids on the supply offered. 
Duluth buyers made a much better bid 
and the holders were able to make an 
advantageous deal with them. Some of 
this flax was shipped out during the past 
week, accounting for over 18,000 bushels 
of the loca] public elevator stocks. Re- 
ceipts were only 49,000 bushels for the 
week, so the surplus in the local market 
was but 31,000 bushels for a week, less 
than an ordinary day’s run ordinarily. A 
year ago Minneapolis received 69,000 bush- 
els from a lighter crop yield and shipped 
practically nothing. 

There is nothing offered to arrive in the 
local market and the producers are evi- 
dently waiting for higher prices. Crop 
news is bullish and no doubt the farmers 
who keep in touch with the situation feel 
confident of their position. Bids for Sep- 
tember, October and November arrive 
flax today were $3.35 per bushel, but noth- 
ing was offered. 

The position of the Duluth Board of 
Trade officials seems poorly taken and 
some in the trade are of the opinion that 
a clique is responsible for the fixing of 
a maximum price at $3.30. There is no 
restriction against an advance in the Win- 
nipeg futures and prices there have 
gained sharply on the Duluth futures. 
Farmers with the idea that $4 flax should 
prevail in the country are not going to 
allow asmall group of men at Duluth to 
intluence them into selling their produc- 
tion at $3.30 when prices in a near-by 
market are a dollar higher. As it is at 
present there is no October or Novem- 
ber flax for sale and the crushers can 
net hedge any oil sales, so they are 
practically put out of business except for 
the scattered buying that is being based 
on the small supply of old crop seed still 
on hand. This supply can hardly be aug- 
mented by additions from the country as 
the interior has practically exhausted all 
of the seed raised last year. If the gov- 


ernment estimate of the crop was any- 
where near right there is practically 
nothing to come forward until a new 
crop is garnered. Private supplies here 
dwindled further during the past week 
and with only 100,000 bushels in public 
houses here the linseed oil business can 


not continue very long in the future as 
far as Minneapolis mills are concerned. 
Crop news 1s bad. The worst feature 
of the whole situation is that the best 
flax producing territory was the hardest 
hit by drouth. Besides the lack of mois- 
ture a plague of grasshoppers is damag- 
ing prospects and considerable flax was 
hailed out during the storms of the past 
week. One estimate of 10,000,000 bushels 
has been made by a local commission 
house that is regarded respectfully as 
an authority of the grain situation at 
all times. While some of the trade con- 
sider this estimate as being too low at 
the same time the general teeling 1s that 


the past week’s strain on the crop has 
been more than it could stand and hopes 
of improvement that prevailed a week 
ago ere dashed now. The Montana sit- 
vation 1s particularly bad and the heat 
of the past week finished most of the 
Northwestern and Northern North Da- 


kota crop. Considerable of the crop was 
put in just before the unusual spring 
drouth started and this seed did not ger- 
minate at all or the plant was too sickly 
to stand the continued dry weather. Seed 
that was sown early enough to get the 
benefit of the rains developed a good root 
growth, but plants that Were pretty well 
advanced in parts of North Dakota when 


the June frosts struck the country were 
damaged in that way. All in all the 
climatic conditions this spring were very 
unfavorable when the flax producing ter- 


ritory in entirety is taken into considera- 


tion, but a few sections were favored 

with favorable conditions. These sec- 

tions had but a small acreage Early 

news seems to have been entirely too 

optimistic, :

how much they will be forced to pay for 
supplies needed to fill oil sales they might 
make for new crop delivery. 

Shipping directions on maturing orders 


are generally prompt and the car situa- 
tion is favorable. ‘here is better tank 
car service at present as the railroads 
are making returns more promptly at 
present. One feature noted is that there 
is some re-selling of oil by longs who 
contracted for more of a supply than 
they needed. As in the case of flour 
there were some traders in oil that had 


the foresight to lay in all of the oil they 
needed for their business and a surplus 
beside. As little capital was required to 






speculate in the finished oil, especially 
where credit was first class, it was no 
particular trick to take advantage of the 


situation. While this re-selling is not in 
important volume there is no telling how 
long it will run. Holders of contracts 
made some time ago have good profits 
and as these profits increase re-selling is 
likely to broaden, unless the holders see 
views regarding the

Millfeed is still scarce and will be scarce 
for sometime to come, so no abatement 
of the oil meal demand is probable in the 
near future. Offerings are very light as 
the output is moderate. Some of the 
crusners have contracts to fill and can 
not offer fresh supplies until they secure 
a, supply of flaxseed to run on after their 
present contracts run out. There is no 
chance of accumulating a surplus under 
prevailing conditions. Shipping directions 
are better than prompt and most of the 
buyers are anxious to get delivery as 
quickly as possible owing to the sharp 
demand from feeders in the country, who 
are short of other feeds and find pas- 
turage very poor. Prices ranged from $53 
upward, according to the position of the 
crusners as regards supplies in sight for 
near future.

other change for the week which was 
important was the bringing up of quo- 
tations for futures so that they were 
on the same level as spot and prompt 
shipment oil. With the seed markets 
in an uncertain position many crush- 
ers were not eager to sell oil ahead, 
and the strength in contracts for de- 
liveries beginning with November and 
extending to April shows the belief in 
reports of heavy damage to the grow- 
ing seed crop. Buyers of oil were not 
attempting to cover and a quiet trad- 
ing period was _ reported. Excessive 
heat conditions had an influence on 
all lines of business, but consumers of 
oil are adopting the policy of buying 
only for needed requirements and are 
reluctant to place large orders at 
present prices, Cake is in a slow posi- 
tion and no sales have been made re- 


cently, as shipments to the neutral 
countries, which have been good buy-~ 
ers in the past, are prohibited, and 
uncertainty exists regarding future 
shipments. Hence values for cake 
cannot be determined and any _ in- 
fluence which the by-products might 
have on oil are of bullish effect. 


With seed prices at Duluth regulated 
by the placing of a maximum price it is 
difficult to get a line on the actual value 
for this commodity, but prominent fac- 
tors in the trade say that the quotation 


would be much above the $3.30 per 
bushel level if the maximum price was 
not operative. Crop reports for the 


week were mixed, as some advices re- 
ported rains in the Northwest, while 
other reports stated that entire sections 
of the flax-producing area were in a 
condition where improvement was not 
to be expected. There was a sharp up- 
turn to prices in the Argentine, and 
prices at Winnipeg were above those 
at Duluth for some deliveries. Reports 
on the Western, Canadian and Buenos 
Aires seed markets from our own cor- 
respondents will be found on page 20.

Linseed Cake and Meal. 


While there is fair call for meal in 
the West owing to the high prices 
which are prevailing for other feed- 
stuffs and this condition probably will

COTTONSEED OIL. 
Advances of considerable magnitude 
have taken place in cottonseed on 
during the past week. After showing 
some hesitancy at the start, prices 
moved upward rapidly and touched 
15¢c.. on Friday for both the September 
and October options. The buying dur- 
ing the latter part of the week was 
reported with the tone buoyant. A 
sharp advance in lard was the signal

creased materially. The market ap- 
peared to be in a sold out condition, as 
offerings were relatively light and 
realization was not in evidence until 
late Friday afternoon, when consider- 
able oil was sold at the high prices. 
According to trade opinions, the move- 
ment Was not the result of much buy- 
ing from the consuming trade. These 
interests are operating conservatively, 
and while the advance has prompted 
more attention, it is reported that com- 
paratively little important business 
has been placed, Bleachable oil has 
shown no activity in this section and 
prices have been quoted nominal at 
$1.06@1.08 a gallon loose. Export busi- 
ness has shown no life. The embargo 
on shipment to North Europe has 
placed a gloomy aspect on foreign 
business. Official figures show total 
export shipment for May to be 16,711,- 
115 pounds, valued at $2,271,303, com- 
pared with $16,079,218 pounds, valued at 
$1,785,497 for the same month last year. 
Exports for eleven months ending May 
amounted to 146,259,639 pounds, valued 
at $17,957,630, compared with 255,116,218 
pounds, valued at $21,384,529 and 291,- 
550,310 pounds, valued at $19,969,360, for 
corresponding periods in 1916 and 1915, 
respectively. Crude oil has ranged 
from 91@96c. a gallon for old crop, the 
maximum price being quoted in the 
Southeast at the close. This year’s 
cotton crop gives promise of a total 
yield of 11,949,000, equivalent 500-pound 
bales. The Department of Agriculture 
forecast that quantity, basing its es- 
timate on the condition of the crop on 


July 25, as reported by its thousands 
of agents throughout the belt. The ef- 
fect of July growing conditions is 


shown by comparison of the forecast, 
with 11,633,000 bales, averaging 500 
pounds forecast by the Department on 
conditions existing June 25. Last year 
the total production was 11,449,930 
bales, two years ago, 11,191,820; three 
years ago, 16,134,930 (the record crop), 
and four years ago, 14,156,436. This 
year’s final production probably will 
be larger or smaller than the amount 


forecasted, according as conditions 
hereafter are better or worse than 
average conditions. Below: is a de-

absorbing supplies for actual wants 
only. Ceylon grade oil was held at 15c. 


per pound in sellers’ tank cars at the 
close and 154@15%ec. per pound ip 
barrels. Cochin grade was quoted at 
1l642c. per pound in sellers, tanks and 
17?c. in barrels. Pacific coast pro- 
ducers were reported to be quoting 
Cey.on oil at 14%4c. per pound in buy- 
ers’ tanks, f. 0, b. San Francisco, dur- 
ing the week. 

The record cargo amounting to 6,000 
tons of coconut oil is said to be afloat 
for delivery to this country from the 
Philippine Islands. This large ship- 
ment is due to the fact that a num- 
ber of crushers of Philippine coconut 
oil were unable to secure space aboard 
vessels leaving for the United States 
for some months and in order to move 
the oil, crushers combined the accumu- 
lation of oil and chartered a_ tank 
steamer returning to this country. The 
cargo, however, is reported sold to con- 


sumers and wil be delivered to con- 
signees on arrival. 

Total imports of coconut oil to the 
United States for eleven months end- 
ing May, 1917, were 68,874,345 pounds, 


valued at $7,196,143, as compared with 
59,795,595 pounds, valued at $5,407,068, 
for the same time last year. 


The copra market was unchanged 
curing the interval and continued 
cuiet. No new offerings were made 


and buyers manifested little interest in 
market 


copra, resulting in ae dull 
throughout the week. Arrivals of 
copra during the week totaled 46,375 
bags.

SPIRITS OF TURPENTINE. — A 
Steady feeling has characterized the 
local turpentine market during the in- 
terval. Prices have ranged between 
42c and 48c a gallon on spot, the close 
being at 42@42l%c, which is unchanged 
from a week ago. Several dealers are 
not complaining about the extent of 
inquiry but about the shortage of sup- 
plies. It is stated that shipments are 
falling behind contract specifications 
on account of difficulty in bringing 
goods here from primary points. The 
scarcity of coastwise tonnage prom- 
ises to be a serious factor and at pres- 
ent there seems to be no prospect of 
relief in sight. In the South, the mar- 
kets have shown a firmer tendency 
and prices at the close were up about 
one-half cent a gallon. Shipments at 
Savannah for the week were 1,336 bar- 
rels. Receipts were 2,755 barrels. 
Stocks are 29,224 barrels, compared 
with 27,805 barrels last week, and 14,- 
897 barrels last year at this time. At 
Jacksonville the price was 37%c. a gal- 
lon at the close. London stocks on 
July 7 were 37,836 barrels, against 28,- 
049 barrels in 1916, and 21,710 in 1915 
for the corresponding periods. The 
following table shows the range of 
spirits of turpentine in the local mar- 
ket for each day during the past week.

The scarcity of freights is 
fully reflected in the limited extent of 
local offerings and conditions sur- 
rounding future shipm@hts are giving 
dealers considerable concern. Demand 
is reported Seasonable and few com- 
plaints are heard in trade circles. 
Prices at primary points are harden- 
ing, and prices show advances at both 
Savannah and Jacksonville. Accord- 
ing to Southern advices, total ship- 
ments at Savannah for the week were 
2,757 barrels; receipts, 8,901 barrels and 
stocks at the close were 86,593 barrels, 
compared with 79,990 barrels last week 
and 70,935 barrels last year at this 
time.

FOOD MEN HIT. 


Alsberg Declares Association of Dairy, 
Food and Drug Officials Trade- 
Owned. 


Atlantic City, N. J., Aug. 3, 1917 

Dr. Carl L. Alsberg, chief of the Bureau 
ot Chemistry, told the Association of 
American Dairy, Food and Drug officials 
that the association was useless and con- 
trolled by special interests. He charged 
that the membership, which includes the 
Federal and State officers in thirty-eight 
States, was not paying heed to the crisis 
of tne nation and was disrupted by ‘‘pea- 
nut politics.’ He intimated that the as- 
sociation had been controlled by trade 
interests for 20 of its 21 years of life 

J. S. Abbott, Department of State Co- 
operation, of Washington, accused the 
association of being ‘“‘narrow, high-brow 
and failing to appreciate the breadth of 
opportunity.”’ 

President J. J. Farrell, of Minnesota, 
prevented an open rupture by referring 
the discussion to a committee to report 
back next year. 

James Foust, Dairy and Food Commis- 
sioner of Pennsylvania, was elected pres- 
ident for the ensuing year. Others elect- 
ed were First vice-president, A. M. G. 
Soule, Maine; second vice-president, J. 
M. Moore, Alabama; third vice-president, 
Ii. tL. Barnhouse, Missouri; treasurer, 
George J. Weigle, Wisconsin, and secre- 
tary, John BB. Newman, Illinois.

National Oil Products Company Lab- 
oratory Badly Damaged by Fire. 


Fire broke out in the laboratory of the 
National Oil Products Company, of Har- 
rison, N. J., last Tuesday night and be- 
fore it was put under control had con- 
sumed the plant and also caused heavy 
damage to the factory of the Monu- 
mental Plaster Company. The fire had 
gained considerable headway before it 
Was discovered and feeding on oils and 
combustible materials the flames put up 
a stubborn fight and many of the fire- 
men who responded were affected by the 
fumes and by the excessive heat. The 
plant: of the National Preducts Compuny 
was almost completely destroyed and the 
loss is placed at $20,000. This is the third 
time in two years that the plant of this 
company had been damaged by fire. Only 
prompt work on the part of the firemen 
kept the fire from spreading and disas- 
trous results might have followed as 
tanks containing large quantities of oil 
were held on a siding only a short dis- 
tance away. 








Red Cross Commission Sent to Rou- 
mania— Third to Europe. 


Washington, Aug. 3, 117. 

As further step in its program for bas- 
ing American relief work abroad on ac- 
curate surveys of conditions, the Red 
Cross Council, of which Henry P. Davi- 
son is chairman, announces the dispaten 
of a Red Cross to Roumania. 

Quantities of medical supplies, serums, 
vaccines and foodstuffs, urgently needed 
in Roumania, are being sent with the 
commission by the War Council. <A spe- 
cial emergency appropriation of $200,000 
has been voted for Roumanian relief. 

This is the third Red Cross commission 
to be sent to Europe since the organiza- 
tion of the War Council to make first- 
hand investigations in belligerent coun- 
tries. One commission, headed by Major 
Grayson M. P. Murphy, is already at 
work in France; a second, under the 
leadership of Dr. Frank Billings, will ar- 
rive in a few days in Russia.

Hydraulic Presses, Chilled 
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PALM OIL MEN 
HAVE ORGANIZED 


Public Meeting of Users and 
Importers Called for Au- 
gust 15 in This City. 


Following the call of E. E. Pratt, at 
that time chief of the Bureau of Foreign 
and Domestic Commerce, those in the 
trade interested in the present and fu- 
ture supply of palm oil, palm kernel oil, 
etc., Met in Washington and decided to 
take the necessary steps incident to the 
expedition of the importation of these 
oils because of the strict embargo piaced 
upom them by the British Government 

A committee was appointed to take the 
necessary steps to form such an organ- 
ization, and met in this city on July 4&1, 
at which time signatures were affixed to 
the charter of the new organization 
Oil and Oil Seeds Association of Amer- 
ica. The charter will be legalized by the 
counsel of the organization, Coudert 
Brothers, 2 Rector street. 

At this recent meeting it was decided 
to hold a general meeting of all import- 
ers atid users of such ois at the assem- 
biy room of the Merchants’ Association 
ot New York in the Woo’ worth building, 
on Wednesday, August 15, at 2 p. m. 

At the originsl conference in Washing- 
ton which was called by Mr. Pratt, and 
which was in charge of P. C. Anderson, of 
the department, there were present rep- 
resentatives of two tinplate manufac- 
turers, three soap manufacturers and 
eight importers. The committee named 
to perfect an organization consisted of 
Herbert Maynard, Maynard & Child, Bos- 
ton, Mass., chairman; T. G. Cooper, T.

Baer Bros. Plant at Stamford Burned 
—Loss May Reach $400,000 
Total. 


Heavy losses were sustained last week 
through a fire which destroyed the plant 
of Baer’ Brothers, manufacturers of 
paints, bronze powder, ete. The plant 
was iocated at Stamferd, ‘Conn., and 
consisted, of different buildings which 
were used in the manufacture of the 
company’s products. The origin of the 
fire is not Known, but is thought to have 
been due to spontaneous combustion. The 
fire burned all Tuesday night and the 
buildings used as a paint factory and 
for grinding bronze powder were com- 
pletely demolished. The amount of dam- 
age has not been definitely placed, but 
officials of the company say it will be 
between $300,000 and $400,000 and may 
exceed the latter figure. The company 
has already made preparations for re- 
building. ‘hey have another factory a!so 
located in Stamford and are workin:

Whether or not the long looked-for 
rise in the price of crude oil has been 
really inaugurated cannot as yet be 


fully determined, but it is evident that 
the refining interests in certain locali- 


ties—Kansas, Oklahoma and Healdton 
-have become tired of awaiting ac- 
tion by the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion. In other words, there has been 
so much said of price-fixing that the 
big interests, in view of the demand 
for crude, have gone ahead on their 
own responsibility jn the mid-conti- 
nent. Healdton was the first to get 
under the higher price wire, for on 
August 1 the Magnolia Company 
posted an ativance of 10c. a barrel on 
rude, raising the quotation from 90c. 
to $1. On Thursday the Sinclair Oil 
and Refining Corporation once more 


set the pace in the mid-continent with 
a perpendicular lift of 15c. a barrel, 
making the quotation $1.85 a barrel. 
And even at this the price is less than 
producers contend it is worth. It is 
understod that both the Prairie and 
the Texas Company will follow suit. 


Whether or not the increase will 
have the desired result and increase 
drilling ‘operations and consequent 


production is a question, the answer to 
which depends upon the ability of the 
producers to get the necessary pipe 
und casing material, 

The only other change—and this was 
not in crude—was another increase in 
case quotations for refined and 
naphthas for export from the port of 
Now York. This was of a cent, bring- 
ing refined to a 144%c. basis. Through 
a misunderstanding, certain papers 
made the increase apply to both drums 
and cases, but the price for naphthas 
in drums was not changed. The high 
cost of containers and packing is 
credited with being responsible for 
the added cent.

WYOMING. 


Casper, Wyo., Aug. 1, 1917. 


At least fifty geologists and petroleum en- 
gineers are scouting the hills and valleys of 
Wyoming looking for prospective oil territory. 
This contingent does not include the hun- 
dreds of locators and amateur oil men who are 
filing on any unoccupied tract regardless of 
its oil possibilities, It includes some of the 
highest salaried men in the country, repre- 
senting the largest independent oil operators. 

Although nearly all oil] produced in Wyoming 
is handled by the Midwest Refining Company 
or its affiliated organizations, no exact figures 
are given publicity and it is not possible to 
report with exactness just how much oil is 
in the Wyoming field. A set of figures re- 
puted to be authentic have appeared in print 
fixing the production of the State at 31,000 
barrels daily. These figures place the pro- 
duction of Salt Creek at 15,000 barrels daily; 
Grass Creek, 7,000 barrels; Elk Basin, 5,000 
barrels; Big Muddy, Greybull and Pilot Butte 
at 1,000 barrels each, and the Lander and 
Byron fields at 500 barrels each. The ca- 
pacity of the Midwest Refinery at Casper is 
20,000 barrels daily and it is stated at the 
refinery that it is working to capacity, han- 
dling 15,000 barrels of Salt Creek oil and 
5,000 barrels of Grass Creek oil, being the 
exact amounts noted as being produced in 
those fields. The completion of the Big 
Muddy pipelines means an additional amount 
of crude oil from that fleld. The Grass Creek 
product will later be treated at Greybull as 
soon as the new line from Chatham is com- 
pleted. This will relieve the Casper refinery 
from the production. It is plain that there is 
a@ very large production in Salt Creek and 
Big Muddy fields, which is not now being mar- 
keted. The Midwest Refinery is adding twelve 
stills at a capacity of 1,000 barrels each. When 
the addition is completed the refinery will have 
a daily capacity of 50,000 barrels, and if the 
hopes of the Big Muddy operators are re- 
alized that field, together with the shut-in 
production at Salt Creek, will be sufficient to 
keep the plant busy. 

Ti is probable that 
81.000 barrels of oil 





considerable more than 
daily is being produced 
and refined at this time and there is un- 
questionably a very large shut-in production 
which can be drawn on when refinery and pipe- 
line facilities are adequate to take care of it. 
It has been stated on reliable authority close 
to Midwest headquarters that the daily pro- 
ducticn of the State at this time is consid- 
erably over 40,000 barrels daily and that 
shortly arrangements will be made to give 
publicity to authentic figures. 


West Salt Creek. 


West Salt Creek activities have begun to 
attract much attention. The General Petro- 
leum Company bas rigs at work on sections 1, 
5, 6 7 and 12 on 38-90 and 39-76. The 
Bessemer Oil Company is down to 1,800 feet 
with its deep well. So far all indications are 
that a good well should be developed. 

There Is a rumor that the Ohio Oil Company 
has taken over the holdings of the New York 
Oil Company, which has a large flowing wel! 
on section 28-39-79. It is also said that the 
Ohio Oil Compat.y will at once rush up sev- 
eral rigs and that its development will be 
rushed, On the Hjorth property another rig 
is nearing completion and as soon as finished 
the drill will start work. The old wells, 
which when they were first brought in at- 
tracted so much attention, are still flowing 
from 500 to SOO barrels a day, and the indi 
cations are that with the completion of the 
new well this flow will be greatly augmented 
With the new well completed the Hjorth Com- 
pany will have five producing wells on its 


ground, 
Casinghead Gas Line. 


The Midwest Company kas about completed 
its grading for its ‘casinghead gas pipeline 
and it is believed that it will be ready for 
business in a very short time. The West Salt 
Creek field is one in which there have been 
many new propositions started within the past 
few months, and while it is one of the com- 
paratively new fields in the way of production, 
other than the Hjorth wells, it is giving prom- 
ise of becoming the most prolific producer of 
any district surrounding the city of Casper.

Twenty miles north of Riverton the Re 
serve Oil Company is down about 700 feet 
on the Dry Creek Dome, 

Twenty miles south of Riverton the Sand 
Draw has the approval of geologists, The 
Producers’ Oil and Refining Company, which 
recently completed the installation of a rig, 


is spudding in a 20-inch hole for a desp well. 
Similar progress is noted at Alkali Butte, 
south of Riverton, where a new rig is 
going up near the Oliver holdings. 

The ‘Maverick Springs withdrawal, compris- 
ing about 30,000 acres lying between the Pilot 
Butte and Dry Creek country, will be opened 
for leasing in August and will be marked by 
development on a broad scale. 

Ten ilousand acres of Indian jand on the 
Shoshone (Reservation, nearly, if not quite all, 
of which is under ditch and may be culti- 
vate’ with great profit, will be sold by the 
gevernment August 20, according to infor- 
mation received by Land Office authorities at 
Cheyenne. In addition to land that will be 
sold, the Indians will have the privilege of 
jeasing nearly 20,000 acres fur a_ ten-year 
period Bids will be opened and details of 
sale completed at Fort Washakie, Wyoming. 


Contractors Wanted. 

More drilling contractors and more 4drill- 
ing tvols is the crying need of the Wyoming 
fields. In looking over the vast area covered 
by the Wyvming petroleum field, it can easily 
be seen that the question of interesting capi- 
ta] has slipped into comparative insignificance 
to the demand for experienced drillers, and 
there {s no doubt but what an owner of an 
outfit tuat is large encugh to drill to the 
Wal! Creek formation, cag do better in Wyo- 
ming than any of the other fields at this time. 
The price for contracting is almost that 
paid by the Oklahoma and Kansas operators, 
but again there is an element of chance for a 
contractor, as the conditions of grilling in 
Wyoming are far different from that in Okla- 
homa and Kanses. Other fieids are suffering 
for the want of tocls and contractors as well. 
The lack cf large, neavy casing is another 
drawback in the State and no doubt retards 
development work as much as anything else. 
The prospect that some men might be called 
from the ficlds on the anmy draft has been 
largely Cissipated since the drawing, in that 
the quota to be furnished by Wyoming coun- 
ties is so low as to be almost negligible with 
respect to curtailing the labor supply. It 
has been argued that skilled drillers should he 
exempt, since they are so badly needed, 


Bates Dome. 


Interest in oil circles experienced another 
flurry with the announcement that another 
Dome had been added to the petroleum pro- 
ducing fields of Central Wyoming-Bates Dome. 
Oil has been struck in what is believed to 
be commercially paying quantities. The Bates 
Park Oil Company, drilling a test well on ex- 
tensive holdings, which practically include all 
lands located on and around the Bates Dome, 
a few days ago penetrated the sands at a 
depth of 1,100 feet, and the oil came up about 
700 feet in the hole. An excellent showing of 
oil had praviously been discovered at a depth 
of approximately 597 feet. 

The oil comes from a red bed formation. 
It is a heavy black fuel oil of a grade very 
much in demand by operating companies. 

The Bates Park Oil Company embraces prac- 
tically every individual having interests on the 
Dome property, the aggregate holdings of the 
company approximating 20,000 acres. Of this 
amount 11,000 acres represents deeded prop- 


erty, 
Judge Denies Motion. 


The Salt Creek oil field litigation by the 
New York Oil Company and its lessors against 
the Midwest Oi! Company and its allied inter- 
ests advanced a step nearer the actual trials 
the past week when Judge Charles E. Winter, 
of the District Court of Casper, denied the 
motion of the Economy Oil Company and the 
Midwest Oil Company to strike out parts of 
the pleadings of the New York company. 

The allegations the court refused to strike 
out charge that the Midwest, the Economy 
and the Central Wyoming Oil and Develop- 
ment Company have in fact pooled their inter- 
ests and that the various suits between these 
parties are realiy friendly and collusive, and 
for the purpose of assisting each other to 
eecure title and to defeat the New York Oil 
Company interests and the general govern- 
ment. The charge is also made that the Mid- 
west and Central Wyoming companies have 
already agreed upon a division of the field, re- 
gardless of the outcome of the suits. The con- 
tention of the Midwest interests was that such 
an agreement was lawfui and could not result 
in damage to anyone. In denying the motian 
to strike out these matters the court pointed 
out that inasmuch as the New York interests 
had been permitted to intervene in the suits 
between the Midwest and the Economy and 
the Central it could hardly be contended that 
the trials would not develop a real controversy 
between the original parties and the _ inter- 
venors were entitled to show that fact if they 
could. The court also refused to strike out the 
charge that the Midwest interests were not in 
possession or working the land at date the 
government made its withdrawal of the land 
from location in 1907, and denied the motion 
to strike out the intervenors’ claims of title 
to the lands 

Stipulations were filed to try the cases be- 
ginning tn the September term; the cases go- 
ing over from the present term owing to the 
serious {llness of Willlam 'M. Fitzhugh, of the 
Midwest, and also to enable the Central and 
New York interests to secure depositions in 
England, Holland and France. The attorneys

The Trio Oil Company has a 
good well in a test on the Fullerton property 
in the southwest quarter of section 18-16-21.

From 
Circle Valley the line runs east to Grabham 
station. This line will give a good market 
for the gas south of town, and will also give 
Elk City a closer and better supply. The old 
line from the Metzgar place will be torn up. 


Work for the Month. 


During the month just closed in the mid- 
continent field there were 895 wells completed, 
78.457 barrels of new production and 136 dry 
holes and 39 gassers. The producing wells 
numbered 720, averaging 108 barrels to the 
well. When compared with the figures of the 
previous month—785 completions, 52,274 barrels 
of new production, 135 dry holes and 39 gas 
wells—is shows an increase of 110 in com 
pleted work, 25,483 barrels in new production, 
one in dry holes, while the gassers numbered 
the same.

previous month, In new work there was a 
slight decrease. The rigs for July numbered 
183, against 228 for June, a decrease of 45.

Many Filling Stations. 


Throughout Oklahoma, Kansas and Missouri 
many filling stations are being erected by the 
refiners. ee 

The Standard Oil Company is building sta- 
tions by the hundred all over the country. It 
ia just completing the largest one in Kansas 
City, where ten cars can be filled simul- 
taneously. On the opposite corner the Sinclair 
company has a four-car station, where it is 
puttir¢g out 2,000 gallons of gasoline a day. 
This company is also rapidly increasing its 
number of filling stations. The Doherty com- 
pany is buying a goodly number. The Mus- 
kogee Refining Company, through its Crown 
Oil Company, Mr. Gilliand, formerly with the 
Pierce Oil Corporation, is building filling sta- 
tions in Oklahoma. The Constantin Refining 
Company, through its Linder Oil Company, is 
also playing the game the new way. Refiners 
seem to be coming to the notion that the only 
safe way for them is to own their own oil 
wells, pipelines, tank cars and distributing 


stations. 
May Locate at Tulsa. 


Great deal of interest is being taken in the 
proposition to locate a petroleum station for 
experimental work at Tulsa. Unfortunately 
Congress did not make provision for this sta- 
tion until a few weeks ago, when it appro- 
priated $25,000 annually. It is expected the 
city where the station is located will furnish 
the necessary buildings and contribute $5,000 
to $10,000 a year. i 

T refiners have been working quietly for 
over a year to locate this station in Tulsa and 
their efforts should receive the indorsement of 
all, It is understood that the University olf 
Kansas is anxious to secure the station if it 
does not come to Tulsa. 


Using Large Numbers of Tank Cars. 


According to H. G. James, there are now 
more than 60,000 tank cars used in the trans- 
portation of petroleum and its products. That 
is an increase of nearly 20,000 in the past. 
three years. 


Gasoline and Fuel Oil. 


Following will be found a report of one of 
the well-known mid-continent refimers on the 
present gasoline and fuel oi] situation:— 

“The gasoline market has remained very 
regular for the past six months. Prices at the 
refinery have not advanced as had been ex- 
pected and there is not much probability of a 
change in quotations unless there is an ad- 
vance in the price of crude. Probably nothing 
has contributed more to maintaining the pres- 
ent f. o. b. refinery price of gasoline than the 
stimulated price of fuel oil, Heretofore gaso- 
line has had to carry all the burden of refin- 
ing crude, It was the one product of petroleum 
that of necessity must be had, and in orde) 
to make it, kerosene and fuel cil had also to 
be made. The result was that the refiners nad 
to take what they could get for fuel oil ana, 
kerogene and charge what was necessary to 
make a profit against gasoline. 

“Since transportation facilities have been so 
Overtaxed it has been impossible in many in- 
stances to get coal, and the result has been an 
abnormal demand for fuel oil. The demand 
has shot the price up higher than usual for 
this product and held down the price of gaso- 
line. Also there has been a better demand 
and price fdr kerosene than usual. So, not- 
withstanding crude is commanding $1.70 a 
barrel and labor at the refinery is 100 per 
cent. higher than it was, the price of gasoline, 
which in the spring of 1916 was 20 cents and 
over a gallon, is now only 17 to 17.5 cents a 
gallon in tank-car shipments at the refinery. 
This is for the standard grade of 58-59 grav- 
ity. Some manufacturers are making ana 
selling a very acceptable product of 56-57 
gravity (420 end point) for 16.5 cents @ gal- 
lon. The facts are the gravity is gradually 
coming down. Some motor fuels are being 
marketed and giving satisfaction which do 
not test over 49 gravity. In truth, such motor 
fuel, if free from grease, js better than lighter 
gravity. When the ‘inferior’ law was passed 
in Oklahoma 68 gravity was the standard. 
The present 58-59 gravity gasoline is a better 
grade of motor fuel. The present price of 
kerosene is 4.25 to 5 cents a gallon. In 1915 
it was from 1 to 2.5 cents a gallon, Fuel oil 
which sold as low as 26 cents a barrel during 
the period of depression, is now commanding 
from $1 to $1.70, depending on term of con- 
tract and facilities for delivery.’’ 


Western Oklahoma. 


In the two new pools in Western Oklahoma 
the producers are active in Garfield and Noble 
counties, and while the developments are still 
in their infancy, it is thought that large de- 
velopments will be uncovered. In the Bil- 
lings district, in Noble county, four wells have 
been finished, and they look like forerunners 
to a large development, This development 
was late in coming into importance after the 
discovery wel] on the Hoover farm was fin- 
ished, but some of the highest prices in the 
State were paid for acreage. The Garber pool, 
in Garfield county, is a shallow sand proposi- 
tion—1,100 feet being the depth of the pay. 
It has over 50 producing wells and work is 
very active.

In 
shipments of lubricants, San Francisco ranked 
fourth in both quantity and value, In the 
export of fuel and gas oil San Francisco was 
second only to those of Sabine, while Southern 
California ranked fourth on the list in quan- 
tity and fifth in value, Exports in crude oil 
irom California ports were trifling, 
Aithough the Orient gets much ot our prod- 
ucts, it 1s mostly kerosene and of a grade not 
used in this country. ‘The bulk of the ship- 
ments go to China and Japan, but much goes 
aiso to India and the Dutch Indies, ‘the 
siandard Oil Company controls this trade tor 
le most part, But tor the big Oriental mar 





ket it would be extremely difficult to carry 
on the refining business on the scale upon 
which it + yperated in California.

Development at Casmalia. 


The two newest fields in the State—the Mon- 
tebello and Casmalia—are receiving more than 
their alloted share of development work. The 
Montebello field has attracted many interests, 
and five or six companies are now actively 
engaged in developing the field. At Cas- 
malia a majority of the good land is under the 
control of the Doheny interests and the Asso- 
ciated Oil Company. 

Three big welis have been added to the pro- 
ducing list in the Casmalia district within 
the past week, Their joint production 1s 
about 1,400 barrels a day, Two of these wells 
belong to the Doheny Pacific. Pumping and 
flowing alternately, they produce about 500 
barrels each daily, The oil tests 16 gravity, 
the lightest by far that has yet been ob- 
tained in this field. The third big well is on 
the Union's property, a part of the old Pinal- 
Dome Company’s lands recently taken over by 
the Union. These two properties adjoin, ana 
tha wells just brought in extend the field 
materially, The Doheny wells are about 1,800 
feet deep, While the Union's is but 1,650 feet 
in depth, 

The finding of 16 gravity oil at Casmalia 
puts this field on the basis of having three 
different grades of oil. The first found was 9 
and 10 gravity, the second 12 and 13, and now 
the 16 gravity oil is discovered. 

The Associated, also realizing the merits of 
the new field, is sinking as many wells as it 
can. This company owns a property adjoining 
the two tracts of Doheny and the Union, and 
upon this property plans some forty odd wells. 
The rigs for a number of these are now under 
construction, and already permission has been 
obtained for drilling two wells at Los Alamas 
on the Corral de Quati and Pezonni ranches 

Early in August the Shell Company, which 
is also exploiting the Casmalia field, expects to 
start its first wells on its Todos Santos ranch. 
This ranch is only about one mile from the 
latest wel] brought in by the Doheny Pacific. 
which is producing 400 barrels a day, thus 
greatly improving the prospective value of 
the Shell property. 

Recently the much-heralded O'Neil cracking 
process, developed by the Doheny Pacific peo- 
ple. was put in operation on the Casmalia 
property, The result as given out is vague, 
but is claimed to be successful, The com- 
pany plans to raise the gravity of the Doheny 
crude from 9 and 10 degrees to 16, and to 
reduce the viscosity to a point which wii 
render the oil more fluid and readily trans- 
portable in the pipeline without the present 
need of mixing it with distillate, It is known 
that marked success has been obtained, and 

me remarkable new products may yet be 

manufactured at Casmalia. 7 

The finding of high gravity oil in this field 
ind the recent developments in the manufac- 
turing end of petroleum indicate that the Cas- 
malia field may become one of the greatest 


in the State. 
New Work. 


New drilling during the past week fell below 
the normal weekly rate, and the total number 
f new wells started, of which there were 
19, was nine less than the total for the pre- 
vious week. The total since the first of the 
year reaches 644 new wells. Operations in the 
test of water shut off totaled 31, as compared 
to 24 the previous week. Seventeen wells were 
deepened or redrilled during the past week, 





against 22, the total for the previous week. 
Seven wells were abandoned. 

The Standard Oil Company was the large d 
veloper for the week and started seven new 
wells in the various fields. The drilling was 
w ll seattered throughout the State, indicating 
tha, the company is not concentrating its ac- 
tivities in any one field. The Standard started 
two new wells in the Coalinga field in sec- 
ion 22-19-15; one in the ‘Midway field, 31-31- 
s one in_the Sunset field, 16-32-24; one in 
the Kern River field, 5-29-28, and two in the 
new Montebello field, section 5-2-11. The Asso- 
ciated Oil Company started three new welia 
during the week, one in the Lost Hills field, 
section 20-26-21, and two near Los Alamos. 
The two latter wells are ventures in prac- 
tically untested territory and it is hoped the 
same success will be gained that efforts in the 
Casmalia field are producing. 

The new field at Montebello has lured many 
of the largest compariies in the State to de- 
velop its mineral resources, and to date many 
excellent resuits have been achieved. The 
latest advent into the field is the Lakeview 
No. 2 and Interstate oil interests of Maricopa 
One hundred acres of the lands owned by’ the 
Great Western Development Company in the 
Montebello field have been leased by this corm- 
pany. The land lies just west of the tract on 
which the Great Western is now drilling. 
Under the terms of the lease work will be 
commenced soon, 

Also in the Montebello field the Me y 
have started a rig for their first oa which 
will be located close to the San Gabriel boule 
vard and will be the furthest north of anys 
work that has yet been done. 

The resits in the new test wells located in 
various parts of the south are anything bua 
satisfactory to date. The Standard and the 
Highland Development Company’s wells have 
bota passed the 3,000-foot level on the Danin- 
guez ranch, and as yet have had very few 
good indications except at shallower depths 
At Inglewood the Bartola well is down some 
3,600 teet, and has reached the point where 
geologists consider oil ds likely to be found 
So far, however, there have been no results.

Miscellaneous Notes. 


The Tri-State Oil Company, drillin 
well at La Habra, has made ® very p 
and encouraging find at a depth of 5,050 feet 
At this depth oil sand has been struck con- 
taining gas and signs of oil. Should the oil be 
in sufficient quantities, it would mean financial 
success of a proposition that has cost thou- 
sands of dollars and a couple of years’ work. 
Drilling is now going ahead in three-inch cas- 
ing. Oil at this depth will make the well the 
aeepest producing well in the southern fields. 
The well struck a tar sand at 5,040 feet sim- 
ilar to that found just above the oil in other 
wells at much less depth. Passing through 
this tar sand the gas was encountered. 

j The Copa de Ora well in Chino Canyon is 
rapidly lowering the water in its wildcat well 
and as it does So the gas pressure is growing 
livavier. The tabing has now been lowered to 
the bottom f tre hole. Tas superintenden* 
reports that after the hole had been cemented 
at 3,100 feet the drill entered 270 feet of oil 
sand.

Reliable reports are that it 
has paid as high as 25 cents above the Stand- 
ard rates in the Whittier-Fullerton fields, 
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Prospective Oil and Gas Areas in Pon- 
totoc County, Okla. 


_ The United States Geological Survey, 
in co-operation with the Office of Indian 
Attairs, Department of the Interior, has 
recently made a reconnaissance examina- 
tion of a part of Pontotoc county, Okla., 
te ascertain the location of geologic struc- 
tural features favorable to the accumula- 
tion of oil and gas. In April and May, 
1917, Heath M. Robinson, of the Geological 
Survey, found several areas which are on 
Structural features that make them 
more favorable prospective oil and gas 
territory than the surrounding country. 
"hese areas are described below, and 
Suggestions are made as to the location 
-“ co wells to be drilled in them for oil 
and gas. 

_ «is the geologic structure in the areas 
is favorable and as some of the beds of 
Sandstone may be sufficiently open to 
carry oi, it is recommended that tests 
be made. The first test well should be 
drilled at a point about 600 feet south 
and about 200 feet west of the northwest 
corner of the northeast 4, southwest 4% 
section ll, T. 3 N., R. 7 E., and this test 
well should be carried to a depth of 2,500 
feet unleSs it encounters oil or gas in 
commercial quantities before it reaches 
that depth, 

In the areas considered the geologic 
Structure is favorable and there are sands 
that may form suitable reservoirs, but 
whether they contain oil or gas in com- 
mercial quantities and whether the sand 
in this or any other ‘‘wildcat”’ region con- 
tains oil or gas can be proved only by the 
drill. It is believed that losses by futile 
drilling will be materially reduced if the 
test wells are drilled as indicated.

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Decreased Kerosene Trade in South 
China Due to High Prices. 


High prices of oil in general have had 


the effect of reducing the consumption 
of American kerosene all over China to 
a considerable degree and at the same 
time have led to a stimulus in the im- 


port of Japanese kerosene which, by rea- 
son of short hauls at low freight rates, 


has been able to enter the Hong Kong 
field under exceptionally favorable con- 
ditions. The trade im oil from the Kast 


Indies has been hurt to some extent by 
the same conditions, but in many ways 
the Bast Indian concerns have an ad- 
vantage over American competitors in 
the South China field, although perhaps 
not in China as a whole. American oil 
is selling in Hong Kong at substantially 
the same price in Hong Kong currency 
it sold a year ago—that is, for a stand- 
ard grade, at $5.20 local currency or $2.94 
gold per case of 10 gallons. But the in- 
crease in price in gold due to exchange 
is shown by the fact that the same price 
in Hong Kong currency a year ago 
brought only $2.57 gold. Nevertheless the 
present prices apparently are below re- 
placing costs,

American kerosene oll receded to 108,000,000 
gallons from 128,000,000 in 1915; Borneo, to 
10,000,000 from 23,000,000, and Sumatra, to 
19,000,000 from 30,000,000. On the other hand, 
Japanese kerosene rose from 1,226,263 to 
6,406,400 gallons; Russian, from 857,155 to 
1,047,372 gallons; and other kinds from 19,800 
to 1,509,383 gallons. ‘The net decrease was 
caused by the high cost due to heavy rates of 
freight which made kerosene (except the in- 
ferior ol] from Japan) too dear in comparison 
with native illuminants such as bean oil. 

The falling off in imports of the Amer- 
ican product was a little less than the 
losses of other countries than Japan. The 
Chinese in the interior are turning to 
bean and peanut oil for rellef from the 
present high prices. In Hong Kong 
Canton and the few cities and towns 
with electric-light service they are turn- 
ing to electric light so far as_ possible. 
The present situation seems likey to 
have considerable permanent effect upon 
the kerosene trade in South China. Were 
electric light and power concerns in a 
position to furnish abundant service at 
present it would lead to a great develop- 
ment in the electric-light business. Prac- 
tically all electric light concerns now 
have more patronage than they can 
serve,

DRUG REPORTER 


BILL TO ESTABLISH A 


PHARMACEUTICAL 


CORPS AS BRANCH OF ARMY OF U. S. 





New Army Division Would Be ‘Attached to Medical De- 
partment—How It Would Be Officered, Etc. 


Washington, Aug. 3, 1917. 

Representative Edmonds, of Pennsyl- 
vania, has a bill in the House to in- 
crease the efficiency of the Medical De- 
partment of the United States Army, to 
provide a Pharmaceutical Corps in that 
department, and to improve the status 
and efficiency of the pharmacists in the 
army. The bill has been referred to the 
Committee on Military Affairs. 

The bill provides that hereafter there 
shall be attached to the Medical Depart- 
ment of the United States Army a 
Pharmaceutical Corps, composed of citi- 
zens of the United States. It further 
provides that the Army Pharmaceutical 
Corps shall consist of one pharmacist di- 
rector, with rank of major, who shal! be 


chief of the Pharmaceutical Corps, five 
aeputy pharmacist directors with the 
rank of captain, and such number of 


pharmacists, with the rank of lieutenant, 
and of pharmacist apprentices, as may 
be needed for the service. 


Duties of Corps. 


The Army Pharmaceutical Corps under 
the bill is charged with the following 
specific duties:— 

To procure by purchase or manufacture 
all supplies of medicines, drugs, chem- 
icals, pharmaceutical apparatus and, hos- 
pital and surgical dressings necessary 
for the Medical Department of the army; 
to determine the quality and purity of 
such supplies; to have charge of the 
medical depots of the army and _ the 
shortuge and safeguarding of such sup- 
plies; to provide for the dispensing of 
medicines in the various hospitals, dis- 
pensuries, infirmaries, trains and camps 
of the army; to properly care for, regu- 
late the dispensing, and to systematically 
account for all spirituous liquors and 
habit-forming drugs purchased for the 
department, to procure by purchase of 
manufacture such drugs, chemicals, re- 
agents, tests and biologic products as are 
used in the laboratories and the medical 
and surgical practice of the department 
for the purposes of diagnosis, phopylaxis, 
or treatment; to account for all moneys 
received from sales of medical supplies, 
in accordance with the provisions of the 
army regulations or disposed of by order 
of competent authority; to inspect the 
department's stores and _ supplies. of 
drugs, medicines, hospital dressings, re- 
agents, tests and biologic products and 
determine their deterioration and fitness 
for use; to co-operate with the other 
branches of the department in rendering 
first aid and wound dressing and in the 
making of diagnostic and chemical tests; 
to establish and maintain a systematic 
course of study and training, including 
the advances made in medicines, phar- 
macy and sciences allied thereto, to be 
pursued by the members of the Army 
Pharmaceutical Corps who are seeking 
promotion in the corps. 

The pharmacist director must be a 
graduate of a reputable school of phar- 
macy, have had not less than five years 
of pharmaceutical experience, have es- 
tablished a creditable record in the pro- 
fession of pharmacy. Any American 
citizen, graduate of a school of pharmacy 
of good moral character and between 21 
and 4 years of age, both inclusive, who 
can pass the usual physical examination 
required for appointment in the Medical 
Corps and the professional examinations, 
which shall include tests of skill in prac- 
tical pharmacy and of proficiency in the 
usual supdjects of a standard school of 
pharmacy course, may be appointed as 
@ pharmacist in the Pharmaceutical 
Corps. 


Pharmacist Second Lieutenant. 


An original appointment as pharmacist 
under the act shall entitle the apnointee 
to the rank and commission of second 
lieutenant. After the expiration of the 
first five years of service, with honorable 
discharge, the pharmacist may re-enlist 
at any time within six months from the 
date of expiration of such prior service, 
and he may then apply for examination 
for promotion, and if his physical exam- 
inaticn and the professional examination 
in subjects of advanced pharmaceutical 
education are satisfactory, he shall be 
eligible for promotion to the rank and 
commission as first lieutenant, Pharma- 
ceutical Corps. 

After fifteen years of service in the 
Pharmaceutical Corps a pharmacist with 
the rank of first lieutenant, Pharmaceu- 
tical Corps, May apply for examination 
for promotion. If he successfully passes 
the necessary examination in postgradu- 
ate pharmaceutical studies, and if in the 
opinion of the pharmaceutical director 
such promotion is merited, he shall be 
promoted to the rank and commission of 
captain, Pharmaceutical Corps. 


Any citizen of the United States be- 


tween 17 and 35 years of age, both in- 
clusive who can pass the necessary 
physical and_ preliminary educational 


examination prescribed by the Secretary 
of War may enlist as a pharmacist ap- 
prentice. Pharmacist apprentices shall 
act as assistants to the pharmacists and 
to the Hospital Corps. After serving for 
one year in this capacity the pharmacist 
apprentice may, with the approval of the 
pharmacist or the surgeon under whom 
he has served, apply for examination for 
promotion, and if he passes the examina- 
tion in preliminary education and the 
elementary pharmaceutical branches, he 
shall be promoted to the grade of phar- 
macist apprentice, first class, with rank 
as sergeant. After five years of service, 
with honorable discharge, the pharma- 
cist apprentice may re-enlist.and apply 
for examination and promotion to the 
grade of pharmacist with commission as 
second lieutenant: Provided, that after 
two years of service the Secretary of 
War, upon recommendation of the phar- 
macist director, may grant to a pharma- 


cist apprentice sufficient leave of absence 
trom tue service to permit the appren- 
tice attending a scho«wl of pharmacy to 
tit bimself for advanced rank in the 
Pharmaceutical Corps. Such leave of 
absence shall be without pay, but shall 
not be deducted in computing the length 
of service. 

The Secretary of War is authorized to 
appoint boards of three examiners to 
conduct the professional examinations. 


Transfers to the Corps. 


As there are now in the service of the 
War Department a number:-of pharma- 
cists and druggists ranking as master 
hospital sergeants, hospital sergeants, 
sergeants first class and sergeants, ali 
such shall be eligible to transfer to the 
Pharmaceutical Corps created by this act 
and to the service, rank pay and promo- 
tion in rank as provided and that the 
time already spent as pharmacists in the 
War Department shall be computed as 
part of their service in the Pharmaceu- 
tical Corps. 

That in emergencies the pharmacist di- 
rector, upon the recommendation of the 
Surgeon General and with the approval 
ot the Secretary of War, may appoint 
aS Many contract pharmacists as may be 
necessary, at a compensation not exceed- 
ing $150 each per month, and provided 
that the age limit and professional ex- 
amination may be waived in the case 
of any contract pharmacist whose char- 
acter, esperience and professional educa- 
tion is deemed by the pharmgcist directur 
to be satisfactory. ‘The temporary ap- 
pointment of a contract pharmacist shail 
not carry commission or right of retire- 
ment in accurdance with the army regu- 
lations, 

The pay of the pharmacist apprentice 
shall be $33 per month and that of the 
pharmacist apprentice first class, with 
rank of sergeant, shall be $37 per month, 
and for each re-enlistment in this service 
they shall receive the usual increase al- 
lowed in the army for honorable dis- 
charge and re-enlistment.

OIL AND PAINT CONTRACTS

Saturday Noon, Aug. 4, 1917. 
The heat wave curtailed trading in 
drugs and fine chemicals, and few im- 
portant price revisions were named last 
week. The undertone, however, re- 


mained firm so far as the principal items 
in the list were concerned, The shipping 
situation is growing more serious, espe- 
cially jn regard to transatlantic service, 
as indicated by the announcement from 
Washington to the effect that the Ship- 
ping Board is preparing to commandeer 
all American tonnage. Similar action, it 
is reported, will be taken by Great Brit- 
ain. In defining the term “exp'osive:,” 
used in the recent proclamations of the 
President in connection with the grant- 


ing of export licenses, the following 
items are included: “Ether, alcohol, 
Sulphur, Sulphuric acid and its salts, 


acetone, nitric acid and its salts, deriva- 
tives of benzol, phenol and its deriva- 
tives, derivatives of toluol, mercury and 
its Salts, ammonia and its salts, glyc- 
erine, potash and its salts and all cya- 
nides.” Inasmuch as the bulk of the 
exports of these commodities went to 
our allies, exporters believe that they 
will experience no difficulty in securing 
the necessary shipping permits, and the 
embargo notice had litt'e or no influence 
upon prices, 

There was no abatement in the export 
inquiry for saccharin, and, with domes- 
tic producers well sold up, the little 
available in second hands is being held 
at record levels. Sales went through at 
sharply higher prices. Salicy ates were 
in scanty supply on the spot, and out- 
side interests again advanced their 
views, although manufacturers report 
the market as nominally unchanged. 
Production will soon be increased, ac- 
cording to trade authorities. 

While powder makers were in the 
market for dynamite glycerine, the vol- 
ume of business which went through 
last week was rather small, due to the 
fact that the buyers and sellers could 
not get together in their views. The 
market, however, ruled firm. 

The opium situation was without 
change. Persian gum is being offered 
at the recently reduced price, with the 
undertone easy. On Turkey quality 
the 


gum, which is exceedingly scarce, 
market ruled firm in all quarters. 
Competition has resulted in lower 


prices for codeine and salts. Morphine 


closed the week unchanged. In cocaine 
second hands were freely sellers, sup- 
plies being augmented. There was a 
moderate demand for quinine, but witn 
stocks light prices were well main- 
tained by both manufacturers and 
second hands. 


Menthol for spot delivery was in bet- 


ter demand and in some quarters the 
market was firmer. On forward con- 
tracts prices were higher. Camphor 
was inactive and for the Japanese re- 
fined quotations were barely steady. 
Japan wax ruled steady, in view of 
the strong position of freights, but 
there was no improvement in the de- 
mand. 


Quicksilver met with a good export 
inquiry and with some of the Jeading 
sellers well sold ahead the market was 
firm and quotations named were more 


or less nominal. Nitrate of silver, 
after early weakness, recovered, fol- 
lowing closely upon the rise in the 
metal. Acetphenetidin was offered at 
lower prices. Acetanilid was strong, 
some manufacturers advancing their 
ideas owing to the strength in ‘basic 
materials. Olive oli was advanced. 
Caramel (sugar coloring) was revised 


manufacturers, reflecting 
the strength in sugar. Sugar of milk 
was strong, but the market closed 
nominally unchanged. Benzoates were 


upwards by 


reduced on freer offerings by produc- 
ers and the undertone of the market 
was easy in all quarters. 


In the essential oi] list higher prices 
were named for cubeb oil, oil of olives 
and peppermint oil in bottles. Inter- 
est centered in the peppermint oil 
situation. The crop is unusually late 
and the ideas of sellers thigh, restrict- 
ing business. Vanilla beans are in good 
demand for this season of the year. 


Coal-tar bases were steady, produc- 
ers being well sold up. The derivatives, 
however, were unsettled, as the out- 
put of many items in the list is being 
augmented, 

Shellac prices went off slightly in 
spite of reports of steady foreign

While it is generally admitted 
that the crop of peppermint sustained 
damage early in the season, it is now 
claimed in some quarters that conditions 
have improved, and, with the export de- 
mand subnormal, enough oil will be pro- 
duced this season to fill all requirements, 
Producers, however, were reluctant to 
offer any new crop oil pending further 
developments. Bulk peppermint oil was 
quoted nominally at $3 per pound. The 
Hotchkiss brand, in bottles, was ad- 
vanced to $3.50 per pound. In London 
the market was advanced sharply, the 
Wayne county oi! c!osing at 13s. 6d. and 
the Hotchkiss at 18s. 6d. 

An authority in the trade reviews tite 
peppermint oi! situation as follows: 

Although this year’s peppermint crop is 
unusually late in most of the growing dis- 
tricts, a little oil hag just been distilled. 
The peppermint plants which were damaged 
by high winds and frost during the spring 
have recovered nicely and are again about 
six inches high and have a good color. This 
mnt will now continue to grow during the 
hot month of August and be distilled in 
September. The chances are that this back- 
ward mint may yield far more oil than 
that which made its growth early and did 
not get as much sunshine and too much 
rain, 

It is a well-known fact that large quan- 
tities of low-priced old oil are still being 
held by dealerg in the West and also over 
(0,000 pounds of oil by farmers who were 
not obliged to sell, and who expected a small 
crop on account of unfavorable weather con- 
ditions which prevailed earlier in the season 
Should the actual consumers of peppermint 
oil be in urgent need of supplies within the 
next six weeks, a higher market may be 
anticipated. However, should they hold off 
buying, lower prices will doubtless prevail 
in a few moenths, unless weather conditions 
are very unfavorable from now on. At any 
rate, there should be enough peppermint oil 
produced to supply the demand, since the 
export has fallen off considerably, as is 


shown by the monthly summary of the De 
partment of Commerce, which gives for 
eleven months ending May for 1917 only 96,- 
943 pounds, against 142,392 pounds for the 


same period in 1916 and_171,399 pounds for

USING WASTE GAS. 


Investigation of the Wet Thiogen Proc- 
ess for Recovering Sulphur. 


In the last several years the Bureau 
of Mines has devoted considerable siudy 
proposed methods for elimi- 


to various 
nating or recovering sulphur dioxide from 
smelter smoke. Among these has been 
included a critical study of the wet thio- 
gen process. The results of the investi- 
gations on this process are given in U. S. 
Bureau of Mines Bulletin 133, ‘‘The Wet 
Thiogen Process for Recovering Sulphur 
from Sulphur Dioxide in Smelter Gases,” 
by A. E. Weils. 


In carrying out the thiogen process 
the gases are first cooled and cleared of 
all dust and fumes. They are passed 


through an absorption tower in which 
the sulphur dioxide is absorbed in water 
or mother liquor. To the solution of sul- 
phur dioxide is added powdered barium 
sulphide, when there is precipitated bar- 


jum sulphite, thiosulphite and sulphur; 
the precipitate is settled and the mother 
i returned to the absorption 


liquor is 
tower.

settled precipitate is then 
The elemental sulphur 
and one-half the sulphur from the _thio- 
sulphite is distilled and the sulphur 
vapors condensed. The residue, consist- 
sisting of barium sulphite and sulphate 
is then reduced to sulphide, which is re- 
turned to the operation as a precipitate 

In the investigations of the bureau, all 
the vperations involved in the process 
both on a laboratory scale, 








were studied, : 
and on a scale that may be considered 
semi-commercial, and the technical pos- 


sibilities of the process were determined 
The results of these laboratory investi- 
gations indicate that the process can be 
carried out successfully on a commercial 
scale. No factors were found which 
would prevent the successful conduct 
of any of the operations involved. 

However, in the reduction of the bar- 
ium or sulphite it was found that there 
is a tendency for the formation of barium 


oxide and carbonate, which will react 
very slowly in the precipitation opera 
tion. Thus these compounds will increase 
in amount, as the barium is used repeat 
edly in the cylic operations. However, 
the proportion of these insoluble barium 
compounds can be reduced to a low fig- 
ure by rapld reduction with pure carbon 
at a high temperature in a furnace ex- 

ternally heated. 
In any case, as the soluble barium com- 
pounds increase in the cycles the solu- 
sulphide can be leached out 


ble barium 
and the insoluble compounds allowed to 


react with strong sulphur dioxide solu- 
tion, resulting in their conversion to sul- 
phite or sulphate, which can subsequently 
be reduced to the sulphide. 


The conclusions from this work were 


that in some localities the process can 
be carried out successfully for the recov- 
ery of sulphur and sulphur dioxide in 
waste smelter kases on a commercial 
scale and it a cost of about $12 to $13 
per ton of sulphur produced. _

Weather conditions had a 
icals during the interval. Some of- 
fices have found it mecessary to 
shorten hours on account of the in- 
tense heat and there has not been 
much ambition to trade except where 
requirements were urgent. Prices as a 
rule have been well sustained regard- 
less of the limited extent of business. 
One item that has shown some weak- 
ness on spot is bleaching powder. 
Demand for this chemical is quiet 
and the movement is sluggish with ac- 
cumulations reported in both first and 
second hands.

‘Tin oxide is strong at 
old figures and dealers are looking for 
an advance in sympathy with other 
tin products. Chloride of barium 
prime white goods is strong at $90 
per ton on spot.

Fertilizer 


Saturday Noon, Aug. 4, 1917. 


Demand for fertilizer materials was 
not active during the week and there 
is not much of importance to report, 
except the strong position of prices at 
which the various materials are held. 
The movement of mixed goods is sea- 
sonable, which means that it is small. 
There is keen interest in the govern- 
ment proposition to establish a plant 
for the extraction of nitrate from the 
air, but this cannot be considered as 
a market factor at present though 
there is much specu ation regarding 
what the ultimate effect will be on the 
market for nitrate of soda. The cur- 
rent market for nitrate of soda is firm 
with conditions at producing points not 


entirely satisfactory owing to labor 
troubles, There is also some uncer- 
tainty about shipments as tonnage is 


not offered freely and this has resulted 
in a narrowing pf the differential be- 
tween prices for spot and shipments. 
Fishing operations along the Chesa- 
peake were not of a tenor to encourage 
consumers of fish scrap. It is also 
held in many quarters that the vessels 
now engaged in fishing for menhaden 
will be taken for other work, and that 
the government will conmandeer th 
largest ones with the result that fish- 
ing will be placed on a reduced scale. 
Reports from the South this week 
stated that the catch was smal! and 
that while the yield in oil is relatively 
large the production of scrap is not up 
to expectations. Blood and tankage 
ure holding firm in price, with very lit- 
tle offered Sulphate of ammonia is 
quiet, with stocks too small to admit 
of free quotations. Potash salts are 
not in demand at least as far as high 
grade German stocks are concerned. 
Muriate is holding fairly steady in 
price, but this is due to the limited of- 
ferings and not to any 
movement. For reports of the Balti- 
more, Chicago ane Atlanta fertilizer 
markets refer to index on page 7.

NITROGEN FERTILIZERS. 


DRIED BLOOD AND TANKAGE.— 
The market for these animal ammoni- 
ates is in a nominal position. Stocks 
are well controlled and in any case are 
very small. This condition applies not 
only to the local market but also is 
true of the large producing centers in 
the West. Some demand is reported 
for tankage outside of the fertilizer 
trade. From present advices it is 
problematical what price would have 
to be paid to secure any round lots of 
either blood or tankage. 

FISH SCRAP.—With the fishing 
season in the south well advanced it 
is possible to review the resulis and 
state that the season has not been 
favorable for those who were looking 
for material increases in the supply of 
fish scrap. In fact the reports from 
the fishing quarters are far from re- 
assuring when referred to the out- 
look as well as to what has been ac- 
complished. The fish have been run- 
ning fat which is favorable for a rela- 
tive high yield in oil, but the amount 
of scrap produced has not been large 


and the catch this week was not as 
large as for the preceding period. 
With regard to the future it is feared 


that more boats wil be taken by the 
Government and this will cut down 
the catch still further. Prices for 
scrap are still held at a nominal figure 


of $6.50 per unit f. o. b. shipping point. 

NITRATHD OF SODA.—Demand for 
nitrate of soda has been holding up 
well and the increased call for use in 
the explosives trade has helped to 
keep stocks at low levels. The ship- 
ping situation is responsible for the 


firmness which is reported for nitrate 
for shipment. It is- feared that a 
searcity of tonnage will prevent free 
offers and sellers are reluctant to 
quote for distant deliveries. The spot 
market also has been in a firm posi- 
tion and quotations are given at $4.25

PHOSPHATES. 


ACID PHOSPHATE.—The call for 
the various fertilizer materials has been 
light for several weeks, but this is not 
to be construed as a sign that sellers 
have exerted pressure to stimulate buy- 
ing. At least this is not the case in the 
market for acid phosphate. To begin 
with, stocks of acid phosphate have been 
small, and are still small, hence there is 
fear that accumulations will bring out 
selling pressure. In the second place, 
producing costs are higher than normal, 
and wou'd make it necessary to get 
more for the product even if stocks 
were norma] in size. The quotations for 
acid phosphate are given at $15 per ton 
for 14 per cent. and $16 per ton for 16 
per cent. 

PHOSPHATE ROCK.—Producers of 
phosphate rock are finding a good call 
for this material from the domestic 
trade and with costs of turning out 
the rock above normal they report the 
market to be in a firm position. It is 
admitted that stocks have increased in 
some quarters owing to the lack of ex- 
port demand, but the stocks are well 
controlled and do not exert a bearish 
influence on the market. Prices for 
rock are quoted at:—FPlorida land 
pebble, $3.15@3.25, f. o. b.

POTASH SALTS. 


The fertilizer trade is not an active 
buyer of materials at this time and 
this applies to potash salts as well as 
to the other materials. The chemical 
trade has furnished the best outlet 
for muriate of potash for a iong time 
and the latter trade is not showing 
much interest in the market just now. 
Hence the consumers of potash salts 
are not operating actively and a quiet 


market is reported for all grades. 
Muriate is quoted at prices ranging 


from $380 to $400 per ton. 


Baltimore, Aug. 3, 1917. 

There have been no developments in the fer- 
tilizer trade during the last week that might 
have given a different aspect to the general 
situation. Comparative quiet continues to pre- 
vail, as was to be expected at this time of 
the year, but it is also to be said that the 
interest in the various materials keeps up to 
a marked extent, and that the buyers of mix- 
tures continue to manifest a disposition to 
place orders far ahead of the time when the 
stocks are likely to be wanted. This is at- 
tributed mainly to a belief that values are 
likely to be higher by the time the require 
ments become at all imperative, but also in 
part to a fear that when the movement sets 


in strong once, the transportation facilities 
will prove unequal to the demand, and em- 
barrassing delays will be inevitable. For a 


time the interest shown in mixtures had some 
connection with a desire to get additional 
supplies of fertilizers on the basis of last 
spring's prices; but the trade doubtless has 
realized long before now that such expecta 
tions cannot be fulfilled, the advance that 
has taken place in the entire list making such 
concessions as would be necessary on the part 


of the manufacturers impossible. As for the 
belief that mixtures will cost even more in 
the future, it is sustained by the increases 


in the quotations that have taken place of late. 
Not one crude material needed in the man- 
ufacture of mixtures has declined, while most 
of them have undergone very considerable ad- 
vances, and it is, therefore, practically cer- 
tain that even a very considerable revision of 
formulas will not suffice to send prices down 


to their former level, Of course, there is one 
possibility that might be expected to result 
in a pronounced reaction in a short time, if 


pass, this being the termination of 
the war. If hostilities -were ended or if 
there was a reasonably definite prospect of 
ending them in a short time, prices might be 
expected to drop in anticipation of this event, 
for the future is always discounted in busi- 
ness, The restoration of peace would for 
one thing cut off almost immediately the 
special uses of materials needed by the man- 
ufacturers of fertilizers, and the closing of 
these outlets would make itself felt in a drop, 
which would also mean a cheapening of the 
prices of mixtures, the producers anticipating 
the future.

FISH SCRAP.—Reports from the menhaden 
fishing grounds in the lower Chesapeake Bay

Prussiates were 
in a strong position during the week, 
and local sellers are not carrying large 
stocks of prussiate of potash, so that 
prices are easily strengthened when 
buying orders appear. Stocks of prus- 
siate of soda also are not large, and 
there is a firm tone to quotations, 
though demand is not active. Bichro 
mates are steady, with some differ- 
ence in the prices quoted, and the 
range in quotations is said to depend 
on quality and quantity. Aniline oil 
and salts have been offered freely re- 
cently, and prices have been easy. 
Gambier is commanding high prices, 
with; the spot market well depleted 
and arrivals from primary points are 
irregular. Sellers of turkey red oil 
are reported to be sold ahead, and 
quotations in many quarters are mere 
ly nominal. Starches and dextrines 
are high in price, and the same applies 
to potato flour. All wood and vege- 
table extracts are in fair demand, with 
prices on a steady basis. Detailed re- 
ports on the separate items of the 
local market follow:— 

ACETATE OF SODA.—A better call 
for this material was reported this 
week, and some sellers say that buy- 
ing has become comparatively active. 
Prices seem to be on a higher plane, 
and sales of moderate amounts were 
reported at 10c. per pound. This price 
can be bettered on a round lot, and in 
quoting values it is noted that there 
is a range, according to seller. The 
quotation is placed at 9%@l0c, per 
pound. 

ANILINE OIL AND SALT.—Only 
quiet demand has been felt for ani- 
line oil, and the market has not 
changed in position during the period. 
Offerings are freely quoted at 28c. pet 
pound to 29c. per pound, with an ex 
tra charge for containers. There 1s a 
fair call for this material, against con- 
tracts, but new business iis light amu 
stocks appear to be plentiful. Ani- 
line salt is also moving in a routine 
way, with sellers quoting at 33@35c. 
per pound. 

BICHROMATES.—Reports on the 
market for bichromate of potash have 
been mixed, but in general it can be 
stated that the values, as quoted by 
different sellers, have been firmer. 
Some of the largest factors in the 
trade are asking a minimum price of 
361%4c. per pound, and smaller lots are 
held at 37c. per pound. In contrast to 
this are reports that sdles have been 
made at 36c. per pound, and that offer- 
ings could have been picked at any 
time during the week at that level. 
This may be accounted for by the fact 
that values depend on quality, and as 
second hands are a factor in the mar- 
ket, the prices will be found to vary 
according to_ seller. Bichromate of 


soda is in fair demand, with prices 
showing but little variation. Occasion 


ally a sale will go through at low 
prices, but the quotation is given at 
15% @16c. per pound. 

BICHLORIDE OF TIN.—The mar- 
ket for this material has been featured 
by an advance in prices. The strong 
position of the metal market is re- 
sponsible for advance in the products. 
The new schedule of prices became op- 
erative on the first of the month, and 
the lowest price now quoted is 19%c. 
per pound. Tin crystals also are high- 
er in price, and are quoted at 40c. per 
pound. 

FUSTIC.—There has been no chang« 
in the market and trading is along quie 
lines, The prices are given as largel) 
nominal] owing to the lack of buying 
and to the uncertainty about future ar- 
rivals. The shipping situation is a fac- 
tor in this market, as difficulty is, found 
in securing tonnage, and importers are 
not able to quote freely on futures 
Prices are quoted at $45@47 per ton. 
There is a good call for fustic extract, 
and prices are firm with a tendency to

advance. Solid extract is held at 24@ 
Zoc. per pound and liquid extract is of- 
fered at 14@15c. per pound. 

GAMBIER.—Firmness in price is still 
the feature to the market for common 
gumbier, Demand is not active, but 
there is some call from the silk and 
leather trades, and, with offerings smali 
and shipments hard to negotiate, the 
strength to prices is easily understood. 
To this also may be added the fact that 
transportation costs are very high, and 
necessarily increase the asking price at 
consuming markets. The price for spot 
material is given at 16%c. per pound, 
and it is possible that this might be 
shaded a little in certain quarters. Goods 
to arrive are reported to have been 
quoted at 15%e. per pound. No. 1 cubes 
are in limited supply, and sellers are 
asking 23@24c. per pound. 

LOG WOOD.—Moderate demand is re- 
porteq for logwood extract. This mate- 
rial has not varied much jn price re- 
cently, although there is a range in the 
quotations as given by different sellers. 
For 51-degree extract prices heard vary 
from llc. per pound to l6c. per pound, 
and make is important in fixing values 
for this extract. Hematine paste is 
moving quietly, but demand is season- 
able and prices are holding around 12@ 
16c. per pound. Hematine crysta!s are 
meeting with a good inquiry from dif- 
ferent consuming trades, and are quoted 
at 23c. per pound and upward, accordin, 
to quality and seller. 

PRUSSIATES. — Considerable atten- 
tion has been attracted to prussiates 
oawving to the firmness of prices and the 
limited amounts which were on the mar- 
ket. ted prussiate of potash is not 
active, but stocks have been reduced to a 
low point, and asking prices are strong 
as a result. The quotations are given 
at $2.75@3 per pound. Yellow prussiate 
of potash is nominal in many quarters, 
as sellers say they are out of stocks. 
The quotations heard this week have 
varied to a considerable extent, but the 
lowest price heard was at $1.08 per pound 
and with some material now on the way 
offered at $1.05 per pound. Yellow 
prussiate of soda is quiet, but the lack 
of offerings has given a firm appearance 
to the market, and any sales which aré 
going through are at comparatively 
high prices. A short time ago there 
were offers by producers and second 
hands at 30c. per pound, but the prices 
which now prevail are given at 33c. per 
pound and upward, with as high as 38c 
per pound quoted by some sellers. 

STARCH.—AIl the materials which 
compete with starch are in a firm posi- 
tion, and, as producing costs a'so are 
high, the market for all grades of starci: 
is very strong. Inquiry is holding up 
well, and export business is also said to 
be good, though shipments abroad are 
curtaileq owing to existing conditions. 
Current quotations for starch are on a 
basis of:—Pearl starch, in bags, $6.05; 
in barrels, $6.18. Corn starch, in bags, 
$6.23; in barrels, $6.36. Powdered starch, 
in bags, $6.20; in barrels, $6.33. Finish- 
ing starch, in bags, $6.45. Crystal T. B. 
starch, No. 90 fluidity (hand packed), in 
bags, $6.75; in barrels, $7.02. Crysta 
T. B. starch, No. 90 fluidity (machine 
packed), in bags, $6.70; in barrels, $6.87. 
Above prices are per 100 pounds in car 
lots, f. 0. b. New York. Smaller lots are 
higher in price accordingly.
